Road Hearing Set

A public hearing has been set July 2(1 on 


the relocation of Illinois Rt. 19 between 
Illinois Rt. 83 and Mannheim Road near 
Bensenville. 


The date, however, is tentative, accord- 


ing to George March, district engineer for 
the Chicago office of the Illinois Division 
of Highways. 


The hearing will be held in the Ben- 


senville Village Hall, 700 W. Irving Park 
Road, at a time to be determined. 


To be known as the Elgin-O'Hare Ex- 


pressway, Route 19 (Irving Park Road) 
will be relocated north of the existing 
highway from Elgin to Mannheim Road. 


A public hearing was held last week in 


Schaumburg on the portion of the highway 
extending from Elgin to Route 83. 


In the Bensenville-Wood Dale area, 


plans call for the expressway to be lo- 
cated near Thorndale Avenue west of 
Route 83. 


Bensenville Village Administrator Har- 


old Koehler and Building Inspector Rus- 
sell Roth, meeting with highway officials 
Wednesday, were shown three 
routes 


which the expressway could follow east of 
Route 83. 


Two were alternates south of Thorndale 


Avenue and would cut through the pro- 
posed industrial park and Mohawk Coun- 
try Club, Koehler said. 


The other route, which he said village 


officials prefer, would follow Thorndale 


from Route 83 to York Road and then pro- 
ceed southeasterly along the Chicago & 
North Western RR tracks to about Divi- 
sion Street, also known as Mount Prospect 
Road. 


DRAWING ILLUSTRATES basic cor- 
ridor which relocated Illinois 19 may 
follow. It would follow Thorndale Ave- 
nue on the north, dipping 
south- 


easterly at York Road along the Chi- 
cago & North Westery Ry. tracks and 


then continue northeast to Mannheim 
Road. 


The highway would continue to dip 


southeasterly past the existing Route 19. 
which will be eliminated for a northeast- 
southwest runway planned for O'Hare Air- 
port, and then 
proceed northeast 
to 


Mannheim. 


March said he looks for this section. 


from the Chicago & North Western RR 
Irving Park tracks to Mannheim to begin 
construction either this year or next year. 


He said the rest of the expressway could 


conceivably take four years or more to 
complete, depending on whether the state 
legislature provides revenue for the proj- 
ect. A lot depends on the legislature. 
March said, adding that the project has 
high priority. 


Cost of the entire 5-mile project may be 


more than $7 million, he said. 


March explained that the expressway 


will have access at Route 83 and York 
Road. However, it will not be a "full ex- 
pressway" in the sense of the Kennedy or 
Eisenhower expressways, he said. 


Asked if there would be an entrance to 


the expressway from the southwest side of 
O'Hare Airport. March said engineers 
were studying this, but have not found a 
good plan for its location.

White Pines Annexation Under Way 


The Bensenville Park Board decided 


Wednesday night following a public meet- 
ing to proceed with negotiations to annex 
White Pines Country Club into Ben- 
senville. 


The meeting was called by the park 


board with interested citizens and repre- 
sentatives 
of 
the 
Bensenville Village 


Board to discuss the possible delay of an- 
nexation. 


The 
White 
Pines 
Civic 
Association 


through its Committee 
for the Pre- 


servation of Wildlife Areas wants to save 
an area known as Fischer Woods, south- 
west of Bensenville. 


The 
committee, 
headed 
by Wayne 


Scheppele, 16W700 Forest View Road, Ben- 
senville, feels the annexation would "open 
the door to Pandora's box." Scheppele 
contends the golf course annexation would 
give contiguous land to builders who have 
their eyes on the woods area for residen- 
tial development. 


"We don't want to harm any individual 


or concern, but we do want to annex the 
country club grounds for several rea- 
sons," Donald Carroll, acting park presi- 
dent said. 


The park board reasons given were: 


—Police protection for the golf course 


and the intersection of Church Road and 
Third Avenue; 


—Control of water retention, which is 


expected to increase with upcoming devel- 
opment around the golf course; 


—To prevent Elmhurst from annexing 


land north of Grand Avenue; 


—To square off the village limits of Ben- 


senville, and 


—To provide for further annexation of 


lands not already contiguous to Ben- 
senville. 


Authorization to proceed with annexa- 


tion talks with the village was taken after 
an estimated 65 persons left the warming 
house in Central Park during a recess of 
the park board session. 


THE GROUP included Gunnar Peterson, 


director of the Open Lands Project and 
consultant to the Illinois Nature Preserves 
Commission. 


Also present on behalf of the civic asso- 


ciation was Robert Betz, professor from 
Northeastern Illinois State College, Chi- 
cago, who is surveying areas in DuPage 
County for the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation. 


The only official action the park board 


took with the audience present was to ap- 
point Commissioner Jack Schuster to rep- 
resent the board in the civic association. 
He will work in studying nature areas 
within park district limits. 


Scheppele asked the park board on sev- 


eral occasions for any kind of a delay 
from 90 to 120 days on action to annex. 
This would give his group time to find 
some agency or foundation to purchase 
Fischer Woods, he said. 


During the delay, he said, studies would 


be made to show the value of the "valu- 
able, virgin piece of nature." 


The woods in question are bounded rough- 


ly by Forest V i e w Road on the north, 
Church Road on the east, Illinois Rt. 83 on 
the west and the extension of Belmont Av- 
enue on the south. 


Mrs. Meredith Tucker, 850 Greenview, 


Itasca, told the park board during the 
public meeting that the Itasca Garden 
Club is promoting two state bills for the 
benefit of the DuPage County Forest Pre- 
serve Commission. She is chairman of the 
club's conservation committee. 


"WE ARE WRITING and calling state 


representatives and particularly Sen. Jack 
Knuepfer, R-Elmhurst, for passage of leg- 
islation which would raise the legal in- 


debtedness of the district and allow con- 
tract purchase of land." she said. 


William Hegebarth, village trustee and 


chairman of the plan and development 
committee, said Wednesday night the vil- 
lage will give sewer and water con- 
nections to any builders who is close to 
existing lines, even though he wasn't in 
the village. 


The annexation of White Pines isn't the 


only way a builder could develop outlying 
areas, he said. 


Hegebarth added that the natural pro- 


cess of annexation will take about 60 days 
even if the park board presents a pre-an- 
nexation agreement this week.

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Road Work Critics Ignite a Slow Burn 


Village officials m Wood Dale are doing 


a slow burn over recent comments from 
the Illinois Division of Highways on plans 
for widening the intersection at Wood Dale 
and Irving Park roads 


La-t weekend Mayor Ralph Hansen and 


Comr Dino Jams, discussed a May 7 letter 
from Herbert H. Renwick. highway engi- 
neer, who suggests continuation of the 
widening of Irving Park Road east to the 
Milwaukee Railroad tracks, redesign of 
the taper on Wood Dale Road from Divi- 
sion Street to the west, and elimination of 
left turn lanes 


Vill.ige officials claim the recommenda- 


tions arc an entrusion on home rule. 


According to Renwick, "although it is 


desirable to expand the existing 21-foot 
pavement to four lanes with protective left 
turn bays through the intersection proper, 
the proximity of the railroad crossing and 
the stipulation that the crossing should not 
be altered, does not provide for adequate 
and safe transition from two lanes (east- 
bound) back to the existing pavement be- 
fore crossing the tracks. 


"If the crossing were widened on the 


southside," Renwick notes, "then a longer 
transition could be constructed to provide 
a better transition from two lanes to the 
existing pavement." 


Other recommendations include main- 


taining street entrances directly opposite 
each Other on Wood Dale Road. 


Also, the taper on Wood Dale, from Di- 


vision Street to the west should be rede- 
signed to provide "a smoother transition," 
it was said. 


RENWICK FURTHER suggests "an in- 


terim type channelized treatment that pro- 
vides for protecting left turn bays and 
does not require reconstruction of the rail- 
road crossing. 


"It basically consists of providing wid- 


ening on the north side of existing Route 
19 and provides no additional through 
lanes." 


According to Renwick, the suggestions 


offer a "smoother approach treatment" 
than indicated on original plans by Han- 
cock Engineering Co. 


Renwick advised Hancock that the "in- 


terim improvement of Illinois 19 should be 
designed so that it can be readily con- 
verted to the ultimate improvement" of 
the highway. 


According to Hansen and Janis, "The 


changes recommended are defeating the 
whole purpose of the intersection. 


"They are knocking out left turn lanes 


which is the real bottleneck; 
it just 


doesn't make sense. This was the primary 
purpose for widening the intersection," 
Hansen said. 


JANIS WAS disturbed that the state 


should even suggest extension of widening 
Irving Park Road when the village is us- 
ing its own funds for the project. 


According to Janis "They should in- 


vestigate the cost of continuing the widen-

They Abandoned Civilization

GRANTS PASS. Ore lUPD- Deep in 


the rolling timber country of southern 
Oregon a "family" of 60 young people live 
together in utter simplicity and guided 
only—as they explain it —by "God and 
love " 


All are droputs from normal society and 


most came to their haven after deciding 
that the LSD from which they'd been get- 
ting their kicks provided only an illusory 
escape. 


They have returned, they say. to "the 


natural wa>« of the earth." Their home is 
a huge lodge, self-built out of the forest, 
and most of their food comes from a two- 
acre vegetable garden. 


"The ultimate consideration of every- 


thing we do here." said Nancy, a former 
Radcltffe student and mother of four love- 


ly blonde girls, "is, 'can it get us higher 
with God?'" 


Nancy's "family" came into being last 


thanksgiving. Pam, 20, another member 
and a sprightly brunette from San Diego, 
said they all joined hands, formed a circle 
in a clearing, and were married—all to 
each other "but most to another person." 


A few months earlier, the first members 


of the commune had bought 250 acres of 
land from the state under a longterm pay- 
ment plan. Now. with its BOmember fami- 
ly, the commune has the aspects of a pio- 
neer settlement 


The "brothers" and "sisters," as they 


call each other, have abandoned civ- 
ilization to become deeply involved with 
one another. They are close to the earth 
but not dirty, sensual but not lazy, non- 
competitive but not incompetent—and they 
seem very happy. 


Noticeably absent are television, liquor, 


electricity, meat, drugs of any kind (even 
aspirin), clocks, shaving equipment and 
physical modesty in the natural sense. 


They are longhaired and mostly denim 


clad but are not the stereotyped Ulkempt, 
smelly hippies. They cleanse themselves 
daily in a communal sauna constructed of 


an old tool shed and an oil drum stove. 


All the world's deities, they say, are one 


to them and, in drum beating sessions 
each evening before supper they gather to 
chant homage to God —'God is love; I 
love God." The spiritual high mark of the 
day is the ritual "om,," a Buddhist syl- 
lable having to do with the unity of all 
people and things. The family joins hands 
around a central haarth and communes in 
a resonant hu. 


Their love for each other seems con- 


fidently expressed and returned. "I love 
you all," is frequently whsipered at the 
"om," and underscored by adherence 
to 
the 
biblical admonition, "judge 


not." 


"I love my husband more completely 


than I ever did in suburbia," Nancy said, 
"and I love all these people as I used to 


love only my husband." 
The ultimate test of the commune sys- 


tem could well come when its chil- 
dren—and there are many children in this 
"no pill" world—leave home to face life 
as it is on theoutside. 


"They will have no problem," Ron said, 


confidently. He is the father of four. He

zon." To the westward were the bottom 
lands of the Great Salt Lake and huge 
beds of alkali. There were probably not 
more than three aging cottonwood trees in 
the desolate valley. 


"Promised Valley" tells about the mice 


and rats—how they swarmed by the hun- 
dreds over the first lonely camp estab- 
lished along a stream in City Creek Can- 
yon on the north end of the valley.

August "never fail to inspire the viewer 
as giant floodlights turn on and bathe the 
edifice in warm light at the show finale," 
says Mrs. Jacobson.

Original funding came from a modest 


"stash" contributed by each newcomer 
and some of this remains on account for 
land payments. Little additional money is 
needed, even for food, since U.S. govern- 
ment surplus food programs provide such 
nourishment as does not come from the 
garden or forest floor. 


The family has found acceptance from 


the surrounding community. About 50 
"straights" threw a housewarming pot- 
luck dinner for members of the commune, 
and many return on Saturdays, the vis- 
iting day. 


"In suburbia when I was a good neigh- 


bor as society defines that," Nancy said, 
"my neighbors were never good to me. 
But here, where we all live for God and 
pu out love vibes (vibrations) the neigh- 
bors love us."

Let's Play Fair 


By DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON <UPI> -Some members 


of Congress have proposed that Supreme 
Court justices and other federal judges be 
required to adopt the congressional code 
of ethics. 


"Whaaat?" 
A good question, madam. Let me hasten 


to assure you that Congress does indeed 
have a stringent ethical code. 


Each lawgiver, for instance, must make 


a complete accounting of his outside finan- 
cial interests. Rumors that these reports 
are then buried at Ft. Knox are utterly 
false. 


They are merely placed in sealed enve- 


lopes and deposited for safekeeping with 
the ethics committees. 


Is Not True 


Nor is it true that the envelopes cannot 


be opened for 10,000 years, or in case of 
an invasion from Mars, whichever comes 
first. 


All that is required for their contents to 


be inspected is a majority vote. 


So you can see that it is not at all un- 


reasonable for a congressman to demand 
that judges make public disclosures of 
their outside income. 


But fair is fair, and if congressional eth- 


ical standards 
are 
imposed on the 


judiciary, then it seems only proper that 
judicial ethical standards be imposed on 


Congress. 


One thing a judge is supposed to do is 


disqualify himself if he has a personal in- 
terest in a case before him. Members of 
Congress might well do the same thing. 


Should a bill come up in which a con- 


gressman has a personal interest, he 
would abstain from voting. 


I realize, of course, that certain prob- 


lems might arise under such a rule. For 
one thing, the vote on a sizable number of 
bills probably would be 0-0. 


If nobody voted for or against it, the 


parliamentarian would have a tough time 
deciding whether a bill was passed or de- 
feated. 


One soluiton would be to say the bill 


was passed by default. But that would be 
unfair to those who refrained from voting 
because they had a personal interest in 
the bill's defeat. 


It might also be argued that a bill is 


defeated if it fails to get a favorable ma- 
jority, as would happen in the case of a 
scoreless tie. But that would be unfair to 
those who abstained because they had a 
personal interest in the bill's passage. 


Eventually, I suppose, the matter would 


wind up before the Supreme Court. In that 
event, the outcome would be predictable. 


The court would simply resolve 
the 


question by declaring the bill uncon- 
stitutional.

Newsletter, Not Politics

About a month ago, in the midst of a 


campaign, the idea of expanding Elk 
Grove Village communication channels 
through a presidential newsletter was pro- 
posed by incumbent Jack Pahl. 


He won, and as all candidates should, 


began taking steps to implement cam- 
paign promises — including the news- 
letter. 


Such bulletins can be extremely valu- 


able if properly handled, and they can be 
extremely misused when the primary con- 
sideration is the political stature of the 
author. 


Pahl would like the Elk Grove Village 


board to budget about $2,000 a year for 
presidential newsletters, which he would 
write from time to time, to present mat- 
ters of importance to the community. 


BUT TRUSTEE TOM Ullmann, politic- 


ally at odds with Pahl, has firm grounds 
for opposition to the plan. 


We wouldn't want to accuse Pahl of 


being an extraordinary politician who 
might find a newsletter helpful in spread- 
ing the gospel according to Pahl, but the 
suspicion nevertheless does exist. 


Ullmann proposed that Pahl finance the 


newsletter himself, just as the freshman 
trustee is currently doing. Pahl thinks this 
to he a personal hardship, and Ullmann 
easily retorts that Pahl shouldn't have 
made the promise if he couldn't finance it. 


We agree with Ullmann. If Pahl wants 


to author a newsletter, he certainly can — 
at his own expense.

should be cosfined to a bulletin of meeting 
dates and places, along with 
major 


agenda items. It would be a wise move to 
give the project to many of the commu- 
nity service organizations for preparation, 
and perhaps the village could distribute it 
with water bills. 


If any resident were interested in pend- 


ing legislation, he would know when and 
where to attend to voice his opinions. If 
he's not interested, the village board car- 
ries no further obligation. 


The village board should think twice be- 


fore giving Pahl a blank check, or even

before turning the project over to the 
board at large or the village adminis- 
tration. 


Government should not be in the busi- 


ness of news. There is a curious tendency 
to manage it to the desires of the agenc> 
involved. 


WE HAVE SEEN newsletters and gov- 


ernmental news publications that reflect 
only the favorable news too often to sup- 
port Pahl's proposal. 


The village president currently receives 


more than $2,000 annually to meet the ex- 
penses incurred by the village's chief ex- 
ecutive officer. If Pahl is so completely 
community-minded to keep the village in- 
formed, then it would be wise for him to 
display public service to the extent of fi- 
nancing his own newsletter. 


Where does information end and politics 


begin? There's a very thin line involved, 
and the temptation is too easy to cross 
that line. Public money should not be used 
to establish that temptation. 


The village board can and should find 


less costly newsletter 
efforts. A com- 


promise can be struck to satisfy both a 
campaign promise and the best interests 
of the community.

Fawell Adds Weight to Income Tax

Sentiment in DuPage County, the most 


Republican in Illinois, gave the Ogilvie 
program for the state a big boost this 
week when one of its two senators, from 
the 
40th 
District 
gave a strong en- 


dorsement to the 4 per cent income tax. 


Sen Harris W Fawell, Naperville, said 


in a Hmsdale speech that from the stand- 
point of fairness a state income tax was 
preferable to an 
increase 
in property 


taxe> He n supporting the measure in the 
legislature on the condition that other 
taxes can be reduced. 


AS IF TO STRENGTHEN the senator's 


position. York Township committeemen 
voted by a narrow margin of 34-30 on the 
question of petitioning the governor to dis- 
avow the income tax. The closeness of the 
vote surprised the York Township Re- 
publicans The result was that they de- 
cided to withhold the petition. 


Some strong speeches were made at this 


township meeting in favor of the Ogilvie 
revenue program. It was pointed out that 
unless an income tax were passed, the 
sales tax would have to be increased sev- 
eral cents, and property taxes would have 
to go up This because the Ogilvie school 
aid spending is predicted on sufficient rev- 
enue this next fiscal year. 


The committeemen were told that the 


property tax and the Mies tax hit the 
middle and low income people the hard- 


est. They will go out into their political 
worlds and proclaim this gospel. 


This township is not only conservative 


hut the most populous and affluent. It 
claims it has two of the finest shopping 
centers in the world in Oakbrook and 
Yorktown. 


REPORTS COMING from this political 


meeting are that there is a growing senti- 
ment throughout the county that the 
Ogilvie revenue and spending proposals 
have merit and are fiscally sound. 


It should be remembered that in this 


county an upsurge of strength among the 
moderate Republicans overpowered the 
old line conservatives in 1968 and led the 
way to an Ogilvie statewide success. At 
the same time DuPage County was the big 
factor of getting Nixon on the Scoreboard 
in Illinois. It has a big GOP vote. 


So conservative still, with nary a Demo- 


crat anywhere in office except at Wheaton 
where the GOP settled a factional quarrel 
by electing a feminine Democrat mayor, 
the county political leaders are feeling 
their strength. 


For these reasons this county will bear 


watching. It is traditionally a Republican 
weathervane in the nation and state. The 
guess here is that the GOP leaders have 
looked the fiscal situation over in Illinois 
and have concluded that their governor is 
headed in the right direction. 


SURE THEY SAY the legislature will 


have to do some trimming here and there 
but the belief is growing that a decision to

get behind the Ogilvie program at Spring- 
field is a right one and will lead to stabil- 
ity in state government. This means ex- 
tended GOP control. 


Reinforcing this view is the recent Gov- 


ernor Ogilvie unity dinner which was at- 
tended by top echelon Illinois Republicans 
from Washington and Springfield. Sena- 
tors Dirksen and Percy and Rep. Arends, 
Downstate leader, were at the speaker's 
table. And fresh from Springfield were 
House speaker Ralph T. Smith, Senate 
Majority Leader W. Russel Arrington and 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott. 


This was a unity dinner to support the 


governor's fiscal program. If they had not 
wanted to be part of the team, would they 
have attended and become conspicuous up 


front? Their reasoning must have been, 
like the York Township committeemen, 
that sentiment was changing and the GOP 
had more to gain by standing together. 


To further enhance this posture, the 


governor reveals that he intends to rescue 
Chicago schools right under the mayor's 
nose. His proposals, he says, would in- 
crease Chicago school aid from the state, 
from $87 million to $178 million. 


What the governor is saying is: This is 


what my 4 per cent income tax will do for 
Chicago schools. At the same time he 
is attempting to settle the teachers threat- 
ened strike. He is coming to the windy 
city with his big bag of school money. 


BY ANY REASONING this ought to 


make friends and influence Chicagoans. 
The conclusion has to be that "big mon- 
ey" will take a second look before it shoos 
the governor away. There's always more 
for Chicago where this came from. 


And this is true for all of Illinois. Re- 


bates to local taxing bodies from the state 
income tax, says the senator from Du- 
Page County, can take the pressure off of 
rising property taxes. 


Where does this leave the Democrats? 


Who knows? It is inconceivable that the 
Mayor of Chicago is being taken by sur- 
prise with what's going on. On the con- 
trary, it's a good bet that he's a silent, 
unidentified, partner. Those who are more 
dangerous and who would derail the Daley 
trolley are wearing other than a GOP 
badge. 


We read with great interest Mary Dress- 


er's editorial of Friday May 9, 1969, in the 
Buffalo Grove Herald, regarding our Con- 
cerned Parents Committee. 


Mrs. Dresser says, "The world is mov- 


ing too fast to shackle children with the 
ignorance of their parents."

The Sounds of Heart Disease

analyzes heart sounds and it is used by 
the Chicago Heart Association in heart 
tests for children.

About ID years ago. Dr Miller revealed, 


doctor^ becan tape recording the heart 
sounds in children to detect abnormalities. 
The doctors would then have to listen to 
all recordings and interpret the sounds 
This -till required too much of the doc- 
tor s time Eventually electrical engineers 
came up with toda>'-i unit which can test 
a child in a few minutes 


THE M \ttllNK function- like a small 


computer A listening device is placed m a 
numher of spots on a child's chest and the 
sounds it records are run through the cir- 
cuitn. of the machine Any sound outside 
previously set normal limit- is recorded 
by flashing lights and dials indicating ftie 
need for further examination 


Mr- John Gleason. member of the Hoff- 


man-Schaumburg Registered Nurses and 
1W co-chairman of the project, com- 


mented on the accuracy of the method. 


The expectancy of heart disease is four 


or five cases per thousand children, she 
said, and the results have been on the 
head for the two years the testing has 
been done in Dist. 54. That is not to imply 
that there is no margin of error. Dr. Mill- 
er added that about 80 per cent of the 
children with heart disease are detected 
by this type of testing. The 20 per cent 
error is due to many factors — some of 
which are faulty microphone placement or 
a child's breathing or movement obscur- 
ing the sound. 


THE MARGIN of error is kept minimal, 


however, by having each child tested 
twice, once on one machine with one tech- 
nician and again on another machine with 
a different technician. 


The community seems to be as enthu- 


siastic about the program as are its spon- 
sors. According to records kept by the 
Hoffman-Schaumburg Nurses, of slightly 
more than 1.000 eligible children, 982 were 
tested, representing a 95 per cent response 
to the "campaign." The Nurses' Associ- 
ation efforts consisted of sending home 
with the children the parent permission 
slips and information sheets and then fol- 
lowing up with phone calls on those per- 
mission slips not returned. 


When asked if there were any problems 


involved in either the organization process 
or the actual testing, Mrs. Gleason smiled. 
"None." she affirmed, "unless you count 
the modesty of seventh grade young 
ladies." 


MRS. GLEASON and Dr. Miller agree 


that an exciting aspect of this heart tes- 
ting Ls the "delabeling" of those who have 
been thought to have cardiac problems 
and can now resume normal activities. 


The future of the program is as limitless 


as any one community desires it to be. As 
of now, the testing is being done by the 
Chicago Heart Association in suburban 
schools and by the Chicago Board of 
Health in parochial schools. 


Beginning April 21 a pilot program was 


started in the Chicago public schools in- 
corporating the PhonoCardioScan method 
into other ongoing school health screening 
piograms. The Chicago Board of Educa-

lade, cheeses, toast, Danish rolls

cornflakes (no doubt the latter was for the 
benefit of American stop-overs). Such la- 
vishness contrasted sharply with the bar- 
ren landscape outside the window. 


IN THE Netherlands flowers are always 


on the breakfast table. A large meal 
starts with boiled egg, ham and cheese 
and ends with dark and light breads. At 


an Amsterdam snack bar we listened to 
the music of a street barrel-organ while 
we waited to be served. Under Dutch 
hands, a plate of fried eggs resembles a 
flower arranged with pieces of green pep- 
per, lettuce, tomato and pickle. 


The English start the day with this typi- 


cal menu: 


fruit, porridge or dry cereals 
choice of grilled kipper, poached Finnan 


haddock, grilled egg and bacon, grilled 
bacon and tomato, pork sausages or ham 


eggs 
marmalade, honey toast, bread 
tea, coffee or chocolate 
FOR BOYS WHO learned to read from

We realized this when we set 
up housekeeping in Spain and by choice 
stopped at the bakery for crusty rolls for 
breakfast.

'The Golden Years 
Of Opportunity9

Two child education experts have given 


solid encouragement to parents who aren't 
willing to let their children's learning op- 
portunities slide till kindergarten. 


The pre-school years are the "golden 


years of opportunity," Chicago Tribune 
writer Mrs. Joan Beck and Elk Grove 
Dist. 59 Supt. Donald Thomas agreed last 
week. 


Thomas and Mrs. Beck were panelists 


at a program sponsored by the Northwest 
Suburban Montessori School as part of an 
observance of the "Week of the Young 
Child." 


Some 150 parents, most of them moth- 


ers, heard their talk at St. Raymond's 
parish hall, Mount Prospect. 


THE AUDIENCE, many of them par- 


ents of children 
attending 
Montessori 


classes, nodded and smiled agreement as 
Mrs. Beck asserted, "It is probably easier 
for people to learn to read and write at 
the age of three or four than later, just as 
it is easier to learn verbal language at an 
earlier age." 


Thomas didn't go quite that far, but he 


said one of the chief myths of education is 
the idea that a young child should not 
have exposure "to high sensory environ- 
mental stimuli." 


"Let him play with marbles and sand- 


paper and teaspoons," urged the Elk 
Grove superintendent. He said such com- 
mon household items provide a child vis- 
ual, auditory and kinesthetic stimuli—ex- 
pose him to differences he can see and 
hear and feel. 


"THE 
MORE THE better," 
urged 


Thomas. "A child's I.Q. can be enhanced 
— but the earlier we try the better." 


Mrs. Beck cited research by Dr. Ben- 


jamin Bloom of the University of Chicago 
that shows a child has achieved 50 per 
cent of his learning potential by the fourth 
year and 80 per cent by the age of eight. 


She said this is why early childhood edu- 


cation is so important to children from 
disadvantaged backgrounds. 


"After eight, no matter what's done in 


school you're only able to make a 20 per 
cent change." 


The pair had advice for couples with 


preschoolers, grade schoolers and children 
in their teens. 


Mrs. Beck urged exposing your child to 


a second language before he goes 
to 


school. 


Thomas said parents should go to bat 


for their child even if it means going all 
the way to the school board. 


THAT WAS HIS answer to a parent who 


asked, "'What if your child is very unhap- 
py hi class and the school refuses to do 
anything about it?" 


"Go through channels," said Thomas, 


"but press it all the way." He suggested 
that if it comes to a formal hearing with 
the school board, the parents should bring 
"expert evidence" on the long-term dam- 


age effect such a situation can have on 
children. 


"There is court precedent for this in 


California," Thomas said. 


When Mrs. Beck confessed, "The thing 


that bothers me most about the Montes- 
sori theory is that if you haven't taught 
your child to be neat by 2'2, it's too late." 
Thomas suggested using a 
"controlled 


peer group relationship" to influence 
teens. 


THOMAS SAID HE wants his school dis- 


trict to make it possible for a child to pick 
his own teacher. 


Challenged by audience listeners who 


wondered if a child had the judgment to 
make the choice, Thomas snorted. Chil- 
dren know better than adults when things 
are unpleasant, he declared; they don't 
pretend to like someone the way adults 
do. 


He urged parents to "expect good 


things" of their children, to "bombard 
their child with positive verbals" — in 
other words, with praise. 


Mrs. Beck said parents who don't send 


their child to nursery school should talk to 
him, read to him, teach him to read, play 
rhyming games and the like. 


Mrs. Beck urged parents to choose a 


nursery school that gives a child "what he 
doesn't have at home." 


"IF HE'S THE only kid in the neighbor- 


hood and you have time to teach him," 
she said, "then find a nursery school 
that's mostly play. 


"If in your neighborhood you open the 


door and the kids come trooping in—but 
you don't have time to teach him, you 
want a Montessori school." 


Asked, "Do you think it is difficult for 


the Montessori child to adjust to public 
school?" Thomas chuckled. "I don't think 
the child has any difficulty adjusting — 
it's the parents." 


Favorable Action 
On 'Rights' Bills 


The House Industrial and Labor Rela- 


tions Committee acted favorably Wednes- 
day on two bills regarding women's work- 
ing rights. 


On Bill 2607 which would permit volun- 


tary overtime the committee voted 15 to 1 
for passage. The vote was unanimous on 
Bill 2606 which provides equal pay for 
equal jobs. 


Committee members acted on the bills 


without hearing testimony from a number 
of women assembled to testify for pas- 
sage.

The Commission report quoted law pro- 


fessor Herman Schwartz to the effect that 
"no death certificate is necessary when a 
fetus is aborted, and it has no legal rights 
of inheritance until and unless born. The 
law does not treat the fetus in its early 
months as a person." 


"ABORTION MAY BE sinful or immor- 


al, but it is not the function of the law to 
enforce the whole of morality," asserted 
the Family Study Commission. "It is diffi- 
cult to understand what religious or moral 
principle, what divine or human purpose 
is served by compelling underprivileged 
women to undergo pregnancy for the full 
term and to bear unsought and frequently 
unwanted children, or to risk sickness or 
death ut the hands of incompetent, and 
frequently

importunate 


abortionists " 


The Commission also believes that the 


present law discriminates against the poor 
and puts physicans in intolerable conflict. 
Further, "death, harm and sterility could 
be prevented if legal reform were in- 
itiated." 


The Commission feels "physicians would 


like to consider socio-medico effects on 
patients such as: the unfitness of a wom- 
an to care for her child, the right of a 
child to be born, wanted and loved and 
accepted by mother and family." 


NOT ALL PHYSICIANS, however, are 


on the side of change. The Catholic Physi- 
cians Guild of Chicago opposes any relaxa- 
tion in present law, and Guild president 
Dr. Gregory White said the group favors 
stronger penalties in cases of illegal abor- 
tion. The Guild position: "The embryo is a 
human being with a right to protection of 
the law." 


"If the mother doesn't want the baby, 


there are plenty of other people who do," 
said Dr. White. 


At the moment, focus of the controversy 


over abortion is the Illinois General As- 
sembly where four amendments to present 
abortion laws have been defeated, and 
only one — which would permit abortion 
defense in certain minors — still is being 
heard. 


Rep. Leland H. Rayson, sponsor of two 


bills turned down last week in the house, 
attributed their defeat largely to highly 
organized Catholic forces. 


ALL SPRING THE Catholic Physicians 


Guild took its case for opposing abortion 
to Catholic women in Cook and Lake coun- 
ties. The 450,000 members of the Arch- 
diocesan Council of Catholic Women were 
urged to write letters. The result: mail to 
Springfield legislators running 20 to l 
against abortion amendments. 


Another power behind last week's defeat 


was the Knights of Columbus, a Catholic 
organization. Members were asked to 
write their assemblymen opposing any 
change. 


One of the strongest organized suppor- 


ters of a more liberal abortion law is the 
Illinois Citizens for Medical Control of 


Abortion (ICMCA). 


The Rev. Don C. Shaw, chairman of the 


ICMCA, summarized that group's posi- 
tion; "The whole thing should come out of 
criminal law and be regarded as a medi- 
cal procedure." 


EFFORTS OF THE ICMCA were di- 


rected toward building support for its 
stand and encouraging letter writing. The 
result was public support for proposed leg- 
islation that included department heads in 
several Chicago area medical schools: Dr. 
David H. Danforth, Northwestern School 
of Medicine; Dr. Charles Fields, Chicago 
Medical School; Dr. Ralph Wynn, Univer- 
sity of Illinois School of Medicine; Dr. 
F r e d e r i c k Zuspan, Pritzker Medical 
School. 


The Welfare Council of Metropolitan 


Chicago, the Planned Parenthood Associ- 
ation and the Chicago Psychologists for 
Social Action support the ICMCA's posi- 
tion to take abortion out of the courts and 
make it strictly a medical matter. 


ON THE PROTESTANT side of the 


fence, support for changing the abortion 
law has come from the Illinois Church 
Council, a cooperative body representing 
15 denominations, including the major Lu- 
theran churches (with the exception of the 
Missouri Synod), the United Methodists, 
the United Presbyterians, United Church 
of Christ, the Episcopal Church, the Bap- 
tist Church and the African Methodist 
Church. A Council representative testified 
on behalf of the member denominations in 
support of proposed legislation. 


A resolution favoring amendment of the 


abortion law is being presented at the con- 
vention of the Northern Illinois Conference 
of the United Methodist Church very soon, 
according to its public relations represen- 
tative, Russell W. Lambert. 


THE CHICAGO RABBINICAL Council 


and the Chicago Board of Rabbis, repre- 
senting orthodox, conservative and reform 
elements of Judaism, prefer to remain 
neutral on the abortion issue. Rabbi Nath- 
an Weiss, spokesman, commented, "The 
Council is not trying to influence what the 
community at large should do." 


Rabbi Mordecai Simon of the Board of 


Rabbis explained that while there are dif- 
ferent theological views among members, 
there is basic agreement on the principle 
of Jewish law that "in instances where the 
mother's life is directly involved, any 
means may be used to save her, even to 
the extent of setting aside basic religious 
principles and tenets." 


Where do the Illinois Bar Association 


and the American Medical Association 
stand on the abortion question? 


"THE AMA IS OPPOSED to induced 


abortion except: 


—when medical evidence indicates con- 


tinued pregnancy is a threat to the health 
or life of the mother. 


—when medical evidence indicates that 


the infant may be born with an in- 
capacitating physical deformity or mental 
deficiency. 


—medical evidence indicates the contin- 


uance of a pregnancy, the result of legally 
established statutory or forcible rape or 
incest may threaten the mental or physi- 


cal health of the mother. 


—when two other physicians concur as 


to the necessity of abortion. 


—the procedure is performed in an ac- 


credited hospital. 


While taking no action on legislation to 


liberalize abortion, the board of governors 
of the Illinois Bar Association does favor 
increased permissiveness by 
allowing 


therapeutic 
abortions 
(medically 
ap- 


proved). 


THE NITTY-GRITTY of the controversy 


centers on "human rights." Over and 
again proponents of abortion reform, like 
the Welfare Council of Metropolitan Chi- 
cago, the Planned Parenthood Associ- 
ation, the ICMCA, the Illinois Church 
Council, and opponents of relaxation like 
the Knights of Columbus, the Catholic 
Physicians Guild, the National Commis- 
sion on Human Life Reproduction and 
Rhythm and the Roman Catholic bishops 
of Illinois use these words in their state- 
ments, only in different interpretations. 


"What is legal and what is moral," the 


Catholic bishops say, "are not necessarily 
the same." 


"One way to avoid the necessity of mak- 


ing these choices," according to the Fami- 
ly Study Commission, "would be for the 
law to withdraw its protection from all 
fetuses during the first 26 weeks of their 
existence. Under this arrangement, the 
law would not be required to approve or 
disapprove the choices of parents and phy- 
sician as to who may be born or not 
born."

INCHWORMS will no longer measure 


the marigolds if the International Miner- 
als and Chemical Corp. (the Thrive 
people) have anything to do with it. They 
have developed a product called Thuricide 
they hope to have available in homeowner 
size packages this week that gives inch- 
worms "the ulcers." Specifically, a 
stomach-destructive bacterium, Thuricide, 
is purported to help homeowners and mu- 
nicipal officials who are bugged by inch- 
worm (also called canker worms) and 
do it with complete safety to pets, birds, 
and friendly insects. 


It's interesting to observe the new ap- 


proach to conventional chemical control of 
pests — biological warfare. One area of 
scientific exploration involves research 
into a bug's normal behavioral habits. Sex 
attractants isolated from female bugs are 
used to entice mate bugs. Once isolated, 
they are used to lure males to poison 
baits. They can also be sprayed over large 
areas to confuse males in their efforts to 
smell out a suitable mate. Behavioral 
modifiers influence feeding, egg laying, 
growth, development, as well as mating 
habits. 


JUST AS MOST of our pest insects were 


introduced to this country as hitchhikers, 
entomologists are importing "good bugs" 
to ocntrol the other, often with startling 
success. The lady bug has virtually elimi- 
nated the citrus pest in less than two 
years. 


Birth control for bugs is another effec- 


tive means of pest control being explored

in our highly sophisticated society. Male 
bugs can be reared in factories and then 
sterilized by radiation. They are then re- 
leased to compete with nature's fertile 
males for available females. No offspring 
are produced by the factory "rejects" and 
control is attained in a relatively short 
time. This technique has been successfully 
used to control the serious screw-worm fly 
of livestock. 


BECAUSE A BUG may attack one plant 


voraciously and keep feelers off another, 
scientists are using a plant's natural resis- 
tance to harmful insects to splat them. 
Naturally-produced substances which re- 
pel insects are bred into plants, or ex- 
tracted and duplicated to use as biological 
insecticide. 


The final avenue of exploration involves 


"giving the bug, the bug." (Thuricide is 
one example). Like humans, insects get 
sick with virus, protozoa, fungi and bac- 
teria. Scientists art now isolating close to 
2,000 diseases of insects to a point where 
highly-skilled production methods can 
manufacture these diseases. In this day 
and age, harmful bugs haven't got much 
of a chance!

NEW YORK (UPD-The way Alfred D. 


Katz looks at it, if a man goes out and 
gets his teeth knocked out he will go to a 
dentist and get some new ones. So, he 
says, if a man starts losing his hair he 
ought to go into a store and get some 
more. 


ThereJs nothing new about wigs for men 


but Katz thinks they should be sold in hat 
stores so a man can go in and pick one up 
instead of having to go to a barber shop 
or a beauty salon for a series of fittings 
and then wait a month or so for the fin- 
ished product. 


Katz is executive vice president-market- 


ing of the Hat Corporation of America and 
in doing the hair-piece bit he follows the 
thinking of company president Charles D. 
Salesky who has long been noted for all 
sorts of innovations in the field, including 
at one point a fake fur hat equipped with 
a transistor radio. 


"The public is ready for anything," 


Salesky said. "Everybody wants to look 
younger and thir is the easiest way to do 
it. If a man is 50 he will look 40. If he's 
40 he will look 30. If he's 30 he will look 
20. Look at all the job opportunities it 
opens up. Older men will now be taking 
younger men's jobs." 


Katz has worked it out to the point 


where two sizes of hairpieces in six styles 
and eight colors will fit almost any man 
under the sun. Anybody with an odd- 
shaped head or an over-large or over- 
small one will have to have his custom- 
made. 


Katz got his idea for a hairpiece depart- 


ment by observing that women's wigs, 
once sold exclusively in beauty salons, are 
now sold predominantly in millinery de- 
partments. He also noted that women 
buy more than $800 million yearly and 
men only $15 to $20 million. 


He would like to change all that so he 


has openec' Hat Corporation's first wig 
shop in Cavanagh's men's shop in New 
York at the ultra fashionable address of 
Fifth Avenue and 57th Street, just acroes 
the street from Tiffany's. 


"Our ready-to-wear hairpieces will sell 


in the $100-$180 range," he said. "Most of 
this business today is in custom made 
hairpieces retailing at $350 to $1,000. 


Getting 
a 
hairpiece 
is 
reasonably 


simple. A man makes an appointment, en- 
ters the store and Mr. Young takes over. 
Mr. Young, who does not seem to have 
any other name, is director of the Mr. 
Young Salon. 


He sizes up the customer, chats with im 


about preference, and selects the proper 
style hairpiece. In about 20 minutes you 
have a new man, looking 10 years young- 
er. He also points out that short hair, as 
in crew cuts, are far less detectable than 
the currently longer hair styles although 
they aren't really detectable either. And if 
they're too long and curly you're always 
having to take them somewhere to be set. 


Hat Corporation named Mel Diamond as. 


special assistant to Katz to head up the 
operation. Diamond said he hopes to have 
salons in 500 stores within two years. 


"The hairpiece business today is at the 


threshhold of a great expansion, com- 
parable to that enjoyed by the men's toi- 
letries market in the last ten years,'" Dia- 
mond said. "We think we are in a position 
to reach for a major share of this ex- 
panding market." 


The hairpieces are made by the General 


Wig Co., of Miami, which will make the 
pieces of real human hair. But Katz is 
looking into the future when man may 
even be able to wear synthetic hairpieces 
the way women do when they want to turn 
themselves on.

A person's written offer to buy a home 


becomes a binding legal contract as soon 
as he signs it and the seller accepts it, 
according to the ISBA's pamphlet, "Buy- 
ing A Home."

Section l. Definition: 
"Trailer," "House car trailer," or "Trailer coach" is any 


structure for or used for, living or sleeping purposes, mounted 
upon wheels and capable of being transported from place to 
place, either by its own power or by some vehicle attached to it. 
(Herein referred to as "trailer.") 


Section 2. Except as hereinafter set forth, it shall be unlawful 


for any person, firm or corporation to have or maintain any 
trailer within the Village limits for living purposes. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpo- 


ration to have or maintain a trailer as herein defined without first 
obtaining a license therefore. 


Section 4. Tpplication for license shall be made to the Build- 


ing Commissioner. Application shall be accompanied by a state- 
ment showing name and address of licensee, description of trail- 
er, showing location of trailer, sewer and water facilities and 
connections, including toilet, bath, wash basins, and other facil- 
ities. 


Section 5. Every trailer shall be connected to electricity, sew- 


er. and water facilities. Every trailer shall be equipped with 
adequate fire extinguisher in good working order at all times, all 
heating and cooking apparatus shall be connected to the open air 
by means of flues, except where heating or cooking element is 
electricity. 


Section 6. The connection of utilities to a trailer shall not be 
construed as converting a trailer into a house or multiple dwell- 
ing unit 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful to locate a trailer closer than 


250 feet from any residential building, except where such building 
is on the same zoning area for which the trailer is permitted to 
be used. 


Section ff. It shall be unlawful for any person to remove the 


wheels or other transporting devise from any trailer, 


Section 9. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpo- 


ration to use a trailer for storage facilities. 


Section ID. Trailer use may be permitted by authority of the 


President and Board of Trustees for Golf Course use from April 1 
through October 31st for the first year of the development of a 
golf course Only one trailer shall be permitted per golf course 
district and the number of persons occupying said trailer shall be 
limited to six. 


Section 11. The Building Commissioner shall cause trailers to 


be inspected at regular intervals. Trailers shall at all times be 
"kept clean and free from dirt, filth, garbage or other offensive 
matters and the number of occupants snail be compatible with all 
health and welfare standards. 


Section 13. License fee shall be $150.00 per trailer for the 


period for which issued or any part thereof. 


Section 13. All trailers shall be removed from the premises at 


the expiration of the license period. 
Section l». Any person, firm or corporation violating any pro- 


vision of this Ordinance shall be fined not less than $10.00 or more 
than $500.00 for each offense Each day that a violation is per- 
mitted to exist shall constitute a separate offense.

A very real possibility exists that School 


Dist. 59 may annex 1,100 acres of cur- 
rently undeveloped land west of Illinois 
Rt. 53, informed sources said Wednesday. 


The area, within Elk Grove Village cor- 


porate limits in Schaumburg Township, is 
currently part of School Dist. 54. 


According to the source, Dist. 54 will be 


more than willing to de-annex the land, 
and, if assessed valuation figures are po- 
tentially good enough, Dist. 59 will be will- 
ing to annex it. 


The land, owned by Centex Corp., is 


planned for single-family residential de- 
velopment and eventually will include 3,- 
500 homes. The source indicated that this 
would add about 5,000 students to the Dist. 
59 enrollment. 


SEVERAL FACTORS are significant in 


deliberation on the idea by the Dist. 59 
Board of Education. They include poten- 
tial assessed valuation per child, a differ- 
ent arrangement of state aid to education 
and the possibility that Centex would do- 
nate land and build the schools. 


The source said that Dist. 54 has refused 


to build new schools in the area because 
of current limits on bonding power. Be- 
cause of the selling value of nearby 
schools and parks, Centex was reportedly 
willing to donate land and schools to the 
district. 


If this possibility were to remain if Dist. 


59 had the area, the board of education 
would probably look upon the idea favor- 
ably, the source said. 


How much assessed valuation per child 


would be needed? "At least $16,000 to

They include the prospects of planned unit 
development in the vicinity of St. Alexius 
Hospital and at least one shopping center. 


PROSPECTS OF A second major com- 


mercial area near relocated Irving Park 
Road and the 1-90 expressway were men- 
tioned, but without substantiation. 


Nonetheless, if the figures were right. 


Dist. 59 reportedly would be willing to ac- 
cept the area, presumably giving the rea- 
son that all elementary school-age chil- 
dren in Elk Grove Village should have 
comparable education available to them. 
Dist. 54, which has only $8,000 assessed 
valuation per child, has expressed private 
concerns about accepting any further bur- 
den. 


According to the source, Dist. 59 would 


require five elementary schools and one 
junior high in the area. 


State aid considerations would be an 


added factor in a decision by the Dist. 59 
board, the source said. If the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly were to present what was 
described as the "right" formula, the ad- 
ditional growth of Dist. 59 would not im- 
pose greater financial burdens on the 
existing district. 


DIST. 59 IS currently only within Elk 


Grove Township and has a total tax rats 
of $24 per $100 assessed valuation. Dist. 
54, in Schaumburg Township, has a total 
rate of $27 per $100 assessed value. Resi- 
dents in the as-yet-undeveloped area thus 
would save money on homes the source 
estimated to be in the $12,000 to $16.000 
assessed value range. 


According to the source, the Dist. 59 


Board of Education has placed the possi- 
bility of accepting the area on the agenda 
for Monday's meeting at the district ad- 
ministration center, 2123 S. Arlington 
Heights Road, Arlington Heights.

Students Learn by TV

If Johnny comes home from school this 


week talking about television, don't you 
think for a minute that "Bozo's Circus" is 
being piped into his classroom. Chances 
are he's taking part in a unique education- 
al project through closed circuit TV. 


Grove Junior High is one of several lo- 


cal schools using this expensive equipment 
to enrich learning experiences in science, 
language arts, physical education, and 
music classes. Inspired by courses offered 
by the Dist. 25 Training and Development 
Center, plus several in-service courses at 
the school, 10 of Grove's 55 teachers in- 
clude the Closed Circuit TV in their lesson 
plans, and five teachers use it actively. 


Dave Roberts, an eighth grade science 


teacher, has used the equipment to film 
time-consuming experiments which are of- 
ten difficult to reproduce. 


UK PREPARED a tape of frog behavior 


which condensed three weeks of observa- 
tion to 20 minutes, and another on the 
day-to day activities of an astronomer at 
Northwestern Observatory. 


To aid the student in the use of the mi- 


croscope, he beams the correct slide im- 
age on the monitor. Occasionally he films 
himself as a corrective device for poor 
lecture presentation, or poor eye contact. 


•"ffiis approach, while interesting for 15- 


20 minutes of class, becomes boring if it is 
used for a longer period of time," Roberts 
said. "A student's short interest span 
makes continual use impractical." He 
therefore limits his videotape presenta- 
tions to three a week. 


Grove's athletic coach, often video-tapes 


basketball games for future study by team 
members, while Mrs. Eva Kaiser of the 
language arts department, uses the setup 
to record student speeches, "so they can 
judge how they looked and sounded." 


MRS. MILDRED Gresch, social studies, 


saves valuable time with her recorded 
"introduction to the library," which elimi- 
nates 15 repetitious lectures annually to 
incoming Grove students. 


While the CCTV has become an effective 


teaching tool, the real test of its value is 
made by the students. They have resonded 
enthusiastically — with an interpretive 
play on Ichabod Crane by Mrs. Jane Mill- 
er's language arts class, a gymnastics 
demonstration for the board of education, 
and taped band and orchestra concerts by 
the music department. 


Students in the Audio-Visual Club have 


created their own films, using original 


signs and scripts, and unusual camera 
techniques. A realistic movie on the "as- 
tronauts' 
was 
composed 
of mounted 


magazine pictures and accompanying nar- 
ration. One on "Air Pollution" is presently 
in the making. 


THE TELEVISION equipment fulfills a 


long-time dream of Eldo Reed, science de- 
partment head, who was instrumental in 
its procurement. 


Grove borrowed equipment from the 


school district and its Training and Devel- 
opment Center for several years until, last 
September, contributions from the student 
council, PTO, and other funds enabled the 


school to purchase its own $3,400 Pan- 
asonic setup, which includes a recorder 
(tape deck), two cameras, and a monitor. 


"In actuality," said Reed, "ours is not a 


closed circuit television, but merely vi- 
deotape equipment which enables us to re- 
peat the classwork at another time. With 
another monitor, we could beam our activ- 
ities into other classrooms, and expand 
their horizons, too." 


A room set aside as a studio, and hook- 


ups to various locations in the school are 
essential for future use. Their acquisition 
could provide a program which would 
benefit the entire school. 


A mass transit study undertaken by the 


Northwest Municipal Conference is to be 
turned into a comprehensive plan for the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Corollary to the mass transit study is 


land use, population density, water supply, 
solid waste disposal, open space, high- 
ways, and wastewaters, a Thursday morn- 
ing meeting brought out.

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Budget Summaries 'Somewhat Confusing' 


School Dist. 59 business administrator 


Louis Audi called legally required budget 
summaries "somewhat confusing" when 
explaining deficits here and there in the 
tentative 1969-70 budget for the district. 


While deficits are indicated in the sum- 


mary, they don't actually exist, he said. 


The budget, currently on display at the 


administration center for public perusal, 
until the board of education accepts, re- 
jects, or modifies it next month, shows a 
difference of $1.6 million between revenue 
and spending. 


Audi pointed to the site and construction 


fund, which shows revenue of $890,000 and 
spending of $2,370,000 as the prime differ- 
ence between incoming and outgoing cash. 


"STATUTORY requirements only per- 


mit us to show revenue during the fiscal 
year in question," he said. "What isn't 
shown is the $1,500,000 cash balance we'll 
have at the end of the current fiscal year 
in that account." 


The money will be from an upcoming 


sale of bonds that was authorized by vot- 
ers last year. 


"And that isn't really revenue," Audi 


continued, noting that because all site and 
construction money comes from bond is- 
s u e s ,

debtedness. 


When the $1.5 million is added to a 1969- 


70 bond sale of $890,000, the site and con- 
struction fund turns up with a surplus ol 
about $20,000 — the amount of interest the 
district will obtain from money currently 
i.

WITH THAT $1.5 million, the "revenue" 


coi. ma i» uie uuugiit summary totals out 
to $12,572,331; expenditures are a total of 
$12,485,591, a difference of about $80,000 on 
the plus side. 


Biggest anticipated spending will be in 


the educational fund: $7,567.942. The in- 
crease of $1,2 million is primarily directed 
to an $800,000 boost in allocations for 
teachers salaries, with another $200,000 in- 
crease spread out through other instruc- 
tional expenses.

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Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could reach the a tie of ">, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children bis 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies. But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents. "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better." He hardly ever did. 


AT BKST THE child spent most of his 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, he was sent home from school 


ami his parents were told to make other 
arrangements for his education. Because 
his attention span was usually very short 
or his behavior bixarrc. many districts 
didn't even offer home tutoring. 


The child, of averaue intelligence or 


above, was puzzled by his own inability to 
make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to. Most children want to be like 
others, even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family. 


A new state law will require school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
aries by July 1. But as early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child0 How many of them 
are there? What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently frag- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself. 


ASK A DOCTOK who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child 
with this disability and he will hedge. 


A psychologist and doctor at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois Medical Center told a set of 
parents, "We don't know your child. You 
know him better than we do because you 
live with him and this type of handicap 
varies with each child. If it is brain dam- 
age — well, the brain is very complex. We 
know very little about the brain." 


Whether it was brain damage or not, the 


behavior of the children varied consid- 
erably and so did their abilities and their 
emotional control. The right thing for one 
child might be thu very thing that "set 
another one off." 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where \vjuld the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of last 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Harrington, from Niles to Schaumburg, 
there were 110 teachers for learning dis- 
abilities - in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


l.'J6.:i48 and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established. Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way 
wa-; called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 
of any teacher in any system who worked 
in this program. 


Rut the state money also meant control. 


The requirements were that each child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 


name was at the time. 


THE STATE ALSO insisted that re- 


source room teachers handle no more 
than 10 children. These 10 children were 
to meet with their special teacher for a 
short time each day, but spend the rest of 
their time in the regular classroom. 


Self-contained classrooms where handi- 


capped children were isolated from the 
rest of the school population were not as 
highly recommended, but were also one 
type of program that could be developed 
with state help. 


Where did the teachers come from? 
Ed Whitcombe, a teacher in Dist. 214 


who works with LD students, said, "Most 
of us have come into this work from other 
educational disciplines: English, speech- 
therapy, remedial reading, general class- 
room experience. Most of those who have 
sought advanced degrees in LD have gone 
on to research or clinical work. Many of 
us retreads are limited by our back- 
grounds."

leges, to bring them up to date on what 
other institutions do about conflict of in- 
terest problems. 


The recommendations 
for an ethics 


committee came from Upton. He and 
Owens differed on how such a committee 
should operate. Owens said, "I insist that 
if there is hanky-panky going on the com- 
munity has a right to know about it." Up- 
ton countered. "I question whether a pub- 
lic hearing is appropriate. It seems to me 


most desirable to solve problems of the 
institution within the institution." 


Among the possible conflicts of interest 


suggested by the committee were these: 


—When a trustee has a spouse who has 


an interest in a concern doing business 
with the college.

— or two faculty members — marry. 


Haas said that a trustee must take the

Her childhood reads like a page out of a 


world atlas, sprinkled with the glitter and 
glamor of international show business and 
the world's most interesting personalities. 


But after all the glitter, she's still just 


the kid next door at heart. 


Bernice "Toosie" Harris, a senior at 


Forest View High School, is a member of 
an internationally known family who spent 
five years traveling throughout the world 
with the Ice Capades. 


"Tootsie," a nickname her grandfather 


gave her, retired from show business at 9, 
after appearances on television and radio 
broadcasts throughout the United States, 
Canada and England. 


I would appear on daily radio and tele- 


vision programs, mostly children's shows, 
as part of the advance publicity for the 
Ice Capade performances," she said. 


"I would usually appear to the strains of 


'Toot Toot Tootsie Goodbye.' " 


Tootsie, born in England, inherited a 


role in the family's show business career 
that was originally launched by her aunt, 
Mary Naylor, British Star of stage and 
song who gave her first command per- 
formance at 16 for the Queen of England 
in 1947. 


Miss Naylor married an American ice 


skater, "The First Magician on Skates," 
which launched the family on their ice- 
skating careers. Tootsie's mother and fa- 
ther, Bernie and Maggie Harris, accom- 
panied by her aunts and uncles, skated 
their way around the world. 


"AUNT MARY AND I are the only two 


people in the family who don't skate," 
Tootsie said. "We both prefer firm ground 
beneath our feet." 


Before settling down in Mount Prospect 


in 1961, Tootsie had traveled half-way 
around the world, living in 14 different 
countries, including South Africa, India 
and Mexico. 


"I lived in a lot of hotels, and my 


friends were the bellboys and the maids. 
The only friends I had my own age were 
kids that I went to school with in Eng- 
land " 


Tootsie attended school at St. Paul's 


Academy in Hammersmith, England, for 
two years. "It was a very prim and prop- 
er English school. Can you imagine being 
driven to school in a chauffeur-driven 
Rolls Royce every morning?"

"Uncle Ernie worked as a chauffeur, 


and each morning on his way to work he'd 
drive me to school, and he'd fly the Royal 
Standard from the antenna of the car," 
she explained. 


Uncle Ernie's passengers included the 


Royal Family and many dignitaries and 
international personalities. "Every time 
Elizabeth Taylor visited London, Uncle 
Ernie was assigned as her chauffeur. Al- 
though I was qaite young, he introduced 
me to her, and she's as beautiful as all 
her pictures." 


Tootsie left the Ice Capades in 1961 and 


lived with her Aunt Mary in Mount Pros- 
pect while her parents finished another 
tour with the show. Today, her parents 
and aunts and uncles all live in Mount 
Prospect, and have left show business for 
"regular jobs." 


"I STARTED SCHOOL at Lions Park 


when I was 9, and the first day of school 
frightened me to death. All the kids said 
that I was a Communist because I talked 
funny," Tootsie said. 


"I can remember how hard I tried to 


talk like all the other kids and to pick up 
the American speech mannerisms. I would 
practice after school, and every time any- 
one spoke, I'd listen extra carefully." 


After living in the United States for nine 


years, her American accent is excellent, 
and with some diligent coaxing, she can 
revert to an impeccable English accent. 


"Not only did the kids tease me because 


I spoke funny, but I had trouble with 
spelling and sometimes my 
teachers 


wouldn't believe that I bad learned to 
spell words differently, like 'colour.' 


"My English accent still gets me into 


trouble. This year I was competing in in- 
dividual speech events, and for one of the 
contests I chose to read an excerpt from 
Winston Churchill's 'The Battle of Dun- 
kirk' 


"When the judge posted the winners, I 


had been placed last because my English 
accent was too phony. It really was very 
funny, and when he discovered that I real- 
ly was English, he changed the results 
and I won," Tootsie said. 


TOOTSIE is TALENTED in her own 


right. In addition to participating ini ndi- 
vidual speech events, she's one of the sev- 
en girls with the Town Criers, a school 
singing group. 


She enjoys singing, acting, and speak- 


ing, but she has no desire to give profes- 
sional show business another try. "I really 
want to be a teacher more than anything 
else," she said. 


Tootsie, who will attend Illinois State 


University this fall, plans to major in 
speech and English and minor in music. 


"Right now I'm setting my goal on 


teaching speech at the high school level 
and working on student musical and dra- 
ma productions. This is as close as I ever 
want to get to the theater." 


She works part-time at the On Stage 


Boutique in the Randhurs Shopping Cen- 
ter because "it's good experience, and I'm 
saving my own spending money for col- 
lege next year."

To Run or Not to Run? That Was The 
Big Question at District Track Time

In an age when men can communicate 


with human beings circling the moon 250,- 
000 miles away, communication between 
men on earth continues to be a problem — 
at least Saturday when Illinois' district 
track meets were scheduled. 


The weather in the Chicagoland area 


Saturday was not ideal for a track meet. 
As 9 a.m. rolled around Saturday, district 
meet directors, games committees and the 
Illinois High School 
Association 
were 


faced with a question — to hold the meets 
Saturday or postpone them until Monday. 
This is where the problem of commu- 
nication came in. 


At some district meets the meet director 


decided, along with the games committee, 
to postpone the meet and decided to call 
an official of the IHSA for verification and 
permission. At some district meets the 
meet director decided, along with the 
games committee, to postpone the meet 
and did not bother to call an official of the 
IHSA. And eyt at some district meets the 
meet director decided to run the meet no 
matter what the conditions. 


IN MOST CASES, meet directors did not 


know what the other meet directors were 
doing. The IHSA did not even know what 
was going on at most of the meets. And 
the situation got as messy as sun-baked 
crayons stuck to the pavement. 


The games committee at the Prospect 


District voted unanimously to postpone the 
meet until Monday. The committee, made 
up of Joe Jobst of Maine West, Al Eck of 
Maine East, Bruce Samoore of Arlington, 
Walt Storm of Prospect and Joe Johnson 
of 
Palatine, 
informed 
meet 
director 


George Gattas (Prospect's athletic direc- 
tor) of the committee's decision. Gattas, 
Fitzhugh wh is the Executive Secretary 
of the Illinois High School Association. 


Fitzhugh told Paddock Publicotions that 


he told Gattas, "Run the meet if at all 
possible." 


GATTAS TOLD PADDOCK Publications 


that he was told by Fitzhugh. "Run the 
meet." 


During the conversation between Gattas 


and Fitzhugh communications were not 
clear. Either Gattas misinterpreted what 
Fitzhugh said or Fitzhugh did not inform 
Gattas clearly. 


But that is not the case in point. Both 


Gattas and Fitzhugh are human beings 
and, like the rest of us, human beings 
make mistakes. This column is not point- 


ing an accusing finger at either Gattas or 
Fitzhugh. But something must be done . . 
. well . . . let Ron Helberg tell his story 
first 


H E L B E R G IS EVANSTON High 


School's track coach and the decision he 
and the Evanston District games com- 
mittee had to make was: "Do we run the 
meet or postpone it until Monday?" 


"We felt obligated to run the meet Sat- 


urday," Helberg said "We knew if we 
called the IHSA that we would have to run 
the meet if at all possible. We figured that 
if we postponed the meet Saturday we'd 
be taking a chance on the weather Mon- 
day." Thus, the Evanston District Meet 
was held Saturday. 


But a number of district directors de- 


cided to take the chance on running the 
meet Monday — and it was a good gamble 
because Monday was a beautiful day. But 
one has to wonder which person the direc- 
tors called for permission to postpone the 
meet. 


"GATTAS WAS THE only meet director 


who called me," Fitzhugh said. "Some 
meet directors might have called Mr. (L. 
L.) Astroth but he was hard to reach be- 
cause he was at a meet. So I don't know 
who the other meet directors called." 


Fitzhugh further explained the position 


of the 
IHSA on district meet post- 


ponements: 


"We leave it up to the local directors to 


postpone the meets or not," Fitzhugh said. 
"We can't be everywhere at once so we 
have to leave it up to the local people. 
That's why we have games committees." 


The idea of leaving the decision up to 


the local directors has its merits but it 
also has its deficiencies. 


THE PROSPECT MEET and the Evans- 


ton meet were held Saturday. The times 
in these meets were slower than normal 
because of the weather conditions. At the 
Prospect meet, three athletes who had 
cleared 13 feet earlier in the season, failed 
to clear 11 feet Saturday. Also at the Pros- 
pect meet, a high jumper who had gone 
over the bar at 6-5 earlier in the year, 
could not make 5-8. 


The athletes who competed in Monday's 


districts had and have a distinct advan- 
tage over those who ran Saturday. Mon- 
day's performances were generally better 
than Saturday's. At the state meet in 
Champaign, heats are drawn up with 
times taken into consideration. If an ath- 


lete had a good time in the district he 
qualifies for a fast heat at state. But the 
athletes who competed in the Prospect 
and the Evanston meets will probably be 
placed in slower heats because of below- 
normal performances Saturday due to the 
weather. 


NOW THE QUESTION: "Why worry 


about getting in a fast heat or not?" 


We'll use an example to explain. 
Let's say an athlete, we'll use a miler, 


was a winner in his district but due to the 
weather he had a slower than normal 
time. The miler will be placed in a slow 
heat at the state meet. 


Let's say the miler starts the race at 


state and discovers that he is a far better 
runner than those in his heat. Then the 
runner has to go out in front on his own 
and set his own pace. Without competition 
it is difficult for a runner to "push" him- 
self. Thus, he could win his heat in the 
mile by 50 yards and not place in the top 
six. The reason? The races in the next 
heats had faster paces and the times were 
faster. 


ONE HAS TO wonder, then, "If so-and- 


so miler had been in a faster heat, 
wouldn't the competition have forced him 
to run faster to keep in first place?" In 
most cases, yes. 


Therefore, the athletes who had to com- 


pete in the rain Saturday are at dis- 
advantage to those who competed in the 
sunshine Monday. 


"I was under the impression that every- 


one would run their meets Saturday," Hel- 
berg of Evanston said. "That's why we 
ran ours. 


"I don't think that any athlete should be 


at an advantage over another," he added. 
"I think that somebody should have de- 
cided that all the meets be run or none at 
all Saturday." 


FITZHUGH SAID OF Gattas' and Hel- 


berg's decision to hold their meets on Sat- 
urday was: "a very good decision. I think 
they did well in running their meets." 


Well, it's no good to cry over spilled 


beer and it doesn't do any good to sob 
over Saturday's mess. But perhaps some- 
thing can be done so that something like 
this does not occur in the future. Here are 
some proposals: 


(1) Hold meet no matter what, or 
(2) Hold meet no matter what but move 


pole vault and perhaps high jump indoors, 
or 


(3) Divide state into certain sections 


with one single IHSA official to listen to 
suggestions of meet directors and games 
committees and have the official decide to 
run ALL of the meets or NONE of the 
meets on that particular day in that sec- 
tion, or 


(4) Give each meet director the choice 


of running the meet on one of four days — 
Friday, Saturday. Sunday or Monday — 
before the state meet. The meet director, 
along with the games committee, would 
decide Friday if the weather was good 
enough to run or postpone the meet to Sat- 
urday; if Saturday is bad move the meet 
to Sunday and if Sunday does not show 
promising move the meet to Monday. 


Each of the above proposals would give 


each and every athlete an equal chance to 
get to the state meet and at the same 
time give the athlete an equal chance of 
getting into a fast heat at the same meet. 


The Illinois High School Association 


may have a few suggestions of its own 
after reviewing this year's situation. 


It would be a good idea to get the rules 


properly legislated before next year be- 
cause the situation we had this past week- 
end does not benefit track in Illinois and it 
sure doesn't do any good for the athletes.

A very real possibility exists that School 


Dist 59 may annex 1,100 acres of cur- 
rently undeveloped land west of Illinois 
Rt 53 informed sources said Wednesday 


The area, within Elk Grove Village cor- 


porate limits in Schaumburg Township, is 
currently part of School Dist 54 


According to the source, Dist 54 will be 


more than willing to de-annex the land, 
and, 
if assessed valuation figures are po- 


tentially good enough, Dist 59 will be will- 
ing to annex it 


The land, owned by Centex Corp , is 


planned for single-family residential de- 
velopment and eventually will include 3,- 
500 homes The source indicated that this 
would add about 5,000 students to the Dist 
59 enrollment 


SEVERAL FACTORS are significant in 


deliberation on the idea by the Dist 59 
Board of Education They include poten- 
tial assessed valuation per child, a differ- 
ent arrangement of state aid to education 
and the possibility that Centex would do- 
nate land and build the schools. 


The source said that Dist. 54 has refused 


to build new schools in the area because 
of current limits on bonding power Be- 
cause of the selling value of nearby 
schools and parks, Centex was reportedly 
willing to donate land and schools to the 
district. 


If this possibility were to remain if Dist 


59 had the area, the board of education 
would probably look upon the idea favor- 
ably, the source said 


How much assessed valuation per child 


would be needed? "At least $16,000 to 
$18,000, Dist. 59 currently has about $22,- 
000 behind each student" 


Other 
considerations are

coming into play on the side of Dist. 59. 


They include the prospects of planned unit 
development in the vicinity of St Alexius 
Hospital and at least one shopping center 


PROSPECTS OF A second major com- 


mercial area near relocated Irving Park

Nonetheless, if the figures were right, 


Dist 59 reportedly would be willing to ac- 
cept the area, presumably giving the rea- 
son that all elementary school-age chil-

covered that Hundreiser had been hired to 
redesign a building planned for construc- 
tion in Schaumburg by Burger Chef Divi- 
sion of General Foods 


Robert Kent, of Southland Corp., from 


whom Burger Chef purchased the land for 
the building, had appeared before the vil- 
lage board to request a tap-on to sewer 


and water lines which are not provided by 
Schaumburg. 


WHEN PLANS WERE submitted 
to 


trustees, it was discovered they had been 
drawn by McCarthy, Hundreiser 4 associ- 
ates, an Arlington Heights architectural 
firm, in which the zoning board chairman 
is an officer. 


Mrs. Hayter criticized the former vil- 


lage board for dragging its feet on the 
sewer and water problems in areas of 
Schaumburg adjacent to Hoffman Estates. 


She contends that because Hundreiser's 


firm was involved in the planning, village 
officials should have been aware of the 
problems involved. 


"You 
people should have been talking 


with Schaumburg," she told Trustees 
James Sloan and Howard "Jack" Noble, 
who were both members of the former 
board. 


"IT COMES TO light now why South- 


land Corp. was told not to anticipate any 
difficulties with sewer and water tap-ons," 
she commented. 


Kent's firm had paid nearly $10,000 for 


installation of sewer and water lines on 
Golf Road to accommodate a 7-11 Store 
they were building several years ago. At 
that time they were given to believe that 
a tap-on would be no problem for future 
purchasers or developers of the property. 


In a telephone interview, Hundreiser 


pointed out he has been an architect long 
before joining the zoning and planning 


board. 


"Certainly no one can say that an archi- 


tect cannot work with anyone in his 
town," Hundreiser said. 


HE EXPLAINED that his firm 
has 


worked with Southland Corp. for the past 
five years since they came into the area 
from Texas. 


"They know a great deal more about 


this area than we do," he continued, ex- 
plaining that originally Southland Corp. 
had purchased 500 feet on Golf Road from 
Sun Oil Corp. 


Hundreiser said the corporation is build- 


ing stores and restaurants all over the 
metropolitan Chicago area. 


"We make initial drawings and plot 


plans, that's all," Hundreiser said.

lems, he said that the company had "been 
given a lot of trouble by the previous vil- 
la'-e board" when, because of their sewer 
and water lines installation, difficulties 
should not have been anticipated.

"The $500 Ogilvie is propo- 
sing is not even adequate for the suburbs, 
let alone Chicago where the needs are 
much greater."

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Catholic School Faculties Discuss DuPage Cooperative 


Faculty members from Driscoll. Man- 


tini. and St Francis Catholic high schools 
met Thursday to discuss the proposed co- 
operative school board plan for the three 
schools 


The three schools are members of the 


Joliet Diocese, which controls 10 high 
schools and more than 40 elementary 
parochial schools 


Charles Clark, director of student ser- 


vices at Driscoll High School, explained 
that the proposed North DuPage Catholic 
school district is an effort to solve mutual 
educational and financial problems of the 
member schools 


Clark contended that the diocese is too 


big to provide adequate consideration to 
problems of the individual schools 


THE PLAN calls for a six-member 


board. This number will be increased if 


Immaculate Conception and Bennett high 
schools elect to join the board at a later 
date. 


The board will be composed of three 


parents, one to represent each of the three 
high schools, one representative of the ad- 
ministrators of the schools, and two facul- 
ty representatives, one lay and one reli- 
gious 


Eventually, the cooperative plan calls 


for a full-time superintendent, a business 
manager, and a public relations man. 


Several of the teachers present at the 


meeting objected to the ratio of parents to 
educators on the board The teachers, 
both lay and religious, felt that they 
should be more strongly represented. 


Clark emphasized that the proposal is 


still in a formative stage and may be 


changed if a majority of the teachers are 
unhappy with the present plan. 


BROTHER EDWARD, principal of Dris- 


coll High School, said that the three 
schools will keep their individual identities 
despite the cooperative plan. 


He pointed out that the plan includes a 


right-of-exclusion clause 
whereby any 


member school has the right to reject pro- 
posals by the board that the school feels is 
detrimental to its individual program. 


In this way, Brother Edward said, each 


school could keep it autonomy at the same 
time it is benefiting financially from the 
cooperative. 


The three schools have a combined stu- 


dent population of between, 1,800 and 2,000 
students. This represents about 90 facufty 
members.

The Kemper Insurance Co. is moving its 


entire Chicago area operation to a 500- 
acre site west of Long Grove. 


The Kemper move which should be 
com- 


pleted by Spring of 1972 will bring ap- 
proximately 2.000 new employes to the 
Northwest suburban area. 


The new three-story Kemper building 


should cost approximately S10 million and 
wih enclose 4UO.OOO square feet, giving it 
about half as much footage as the Pruden- 
tial Building in downtown Chicago. 


The 500-acre site will be in Lake County, 


with a mile of frontage on Route 22. Old 
McHenry Road is northeast of the site and 
the proposed extension of Route 53 is on 
the eastern boundary. The site will be 
ideally suited to take advantage of a pro- 
posed Route 53 interchange. 


CHILDS AND Smith of Chicago are ar- 


chitects for the Kemper project and Lind- 
gren and Associates of Long Grove han- 
dled the property transfer. 


Kemper is moving from its 60-year-old 


building on Sheridan Road in Chicago be-

The principal effect will be the addition 


of approximately $10 to $20 million a year 
to the economy of the area, says Atcher. 


KEMPER WILL also be a boon to real- 


tors in the fast-growing Northwest suburbs 
such as Buffalo Grove, Palatine, Arlington 
Heights, and Wheeling. 


Atcher says there is a possibility the 


Kemper development will speed up road 
building in the northwest area, especially 
the proposed Rand-Golf expressway. 


The addition of 2,000 new employes to 


the area will also effect reads such as 
Rand, Dundee and Palatine, he said. 


However, except for the additional reve- 


nue to businessmen and realtors, Cook 
County will derive little benefit from the 
development, Atcher said. Lake County 
gets all the tax gravy.

Kemper Insurance Company's proposed 


S10 million expansion project in the Long 
Grove area has been greeted with pleas- 
ure and anticipation by Long Grove's 
mayor and local school administrators. 


They feel the project will be an econom- 


ic boon to the community, but don't fore- 
see a large influx of newcomers to the 
town, a quiet little community of only 1,- 


100. 


"I was very pleased to hear of the Kem- 


per project. It would be an asset to any 
town." said Robert Coffin. Long Grove's 
mayor. 


"It's hard to say now how large the vil- 


lage will grow because of this project, but 
I don't think there will be a population 
boom," he said. "Most Kemper employes 
who will be working in the new building 
live in the Northwest suburbs or on the 
North Shore and will probably stay at 
their old addresses and commute here. 


"I'm sure that those who do decide to 


move to Long Grove will be very desir- 
able citizens and an asset to the commu- 
nity," he added. 


"I THINK THE project will cause an 


economic boom to the area, but I couldn't 
predict jusl how the community will be 
affected," said William Hitzeman, super- 
intendent of schools for Kildeer School 
Dist. 96. 


"But I don't see any big influx of people 


on the way. A lot of them will probably 
live in other communities, such as Lake 
Zurich," he said.

Pool Protest 
To Continue 


A group of residents opposing new re- 


strictions on private swimming pools in 
Wheeling plans to protest against the ordi- 
nance at Monday's village board meeting. 


The group, led by Mr. and Mrs. Clar- 


ence Eisenman, of 116 Berkshire Drive, 
agrees with the health regulations pro- 
posed under the draft of the new ordi- 
nance, but objects to construction and 
safety features which would affect even 
existing pools within three years. 


The ordinance, drafted by Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer after public hearings by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, would require a 
six-foot fence around all pools over 24 
inches deep in the village, both portable 
and permanent. 


MRS. 
EISMAN. 
spokesman 
for 
the 


group, told tbe Herald that two years ago 
when she and her husband were installing 
their pool the village wouldn't allow them 
to put in a six-foot-high fence. 


Other restrictions in the new ordinance 


would limit diving board heights to thr 
feet and require $25 permits for per- 
manent pools and $5 fees for portable 
pools. 


Under the-ordinance, a pool would have 


to be located at least six feet from build- 
ing and property lines and would not be 
allowed in the front yard. 


Walkways 36-inches wide circling all 


pools would be required. Portable poo.s 
would be permitted only in singla-famih 
residential areas of the village. 


THE ORDINANCE applies to newts 


built permanent swimming pools as far as 
placement and construction and would ef- 
fect existing nonconforming portable pools 
within three years. 


A fine of from $25 to $500 for violation of 


the ordinance and inspections of privav 
pools by the health officer are also called 
for in the ordinance. 


Mrs. 
Eisman told tbe Herald that many 


residents with large portable pools are 
unable to move them to meet the ordi- 
nance requirements without disrupting 
their entire yards. "If the village would 
pick up the tab on moving the pools that 
would be fine," she said. 


Critics of the new ordinance are also 


opposing the $25 fee which they consider 
overly high, she said. 


The ordinance comes up for approval by 


the village board Monday.

A mother wrote a note to her child's 


special teacher: 


"The question I always have is Mary's: 


'Why do I have to be different?' It bothers 
her so much." 


Mary, 7 has been "different" for a long 


time. She is an intelligent child who wor- 
ries about the difference in her own prog- 
ress and that of her classmates 
and 


friends. 


She was a beautiful baby and her birth 


was normal. At 3 months the nurse in her 
pediatrician's office asked, "Does she al- 
ways grip her left arm with her right 
hand like that? Every time I see her she 
is clutching her wrist." 


The nurse went for the doctor and, while 


they exchanged significant looks and ex- 
amined the child, Mary's mother did not 
realize their true concern. 


PERHAPS SHE didn't want to see - 


her child was beautiful; her child was 
"normal" in every way. 


At 1, Mary could talk well, but she 


couldn't sit up for very long. She had diffi- 
culty holding things in her hand and rare- 
ly played with the toys given to her. She 
couldn't crawl. She didn't bounce in her 
baby's exercise chair.

S U S P E N D E D IN the bucket, a 
fireman and Villa resident were low- 
ered safely and surely to the ground in 


the practice run to acquaint the Villa 
residents with the new equipment and 
its operation. 


By the time the baby was 15 months old, 


the doctor said, "I think Mary has cere- 
bral palsy or some related disorder. I 
know very little about this field, so I will 
refer you to a place where they can help 
you." 


Three months later, an eternal wait af- 


ter a sweeping diagnosis, Mary's parents 
began the long journey that has no ending. 
They were handed from pediatrician to 
neurologist to psychiatrist to psychologist 
and back again. 


When Mary was 18 months old they 


called it "brain damage from an unknown 
cause " When she was 2 it was "the oth- 
er child syndrome." At 3 months they 
ed it a "developmental lag." By the time 
she was 5 she had "anemotional overlay." 
At 6 she was "perceptually handicapped" 
because of a "minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion." 


"We don't really know what it is," say 


the doctors, the psychologists, the psy- 
chiatrists. "We only know that Mary's 
chronological age and her developmental 
age do not match." 


NOW, 
IN 1969, the adults in her life say 


carefully, "Mary has a learning 
dis- 


ability." What they will call it next year is 
anybody's guess. 


For Mary, who is beautiful and in- 


telligent and 7 years old, is the child no- 
body knows. 


Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could reach the age of 5, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children bis 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies. But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents. "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better." He hardly ever did. 


AT BEST THE child spent most of his 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, ho was sent home from school 


and his parent1- were told to make other 
arrangements for his education. Because 
his attention span was usually very short 
or his behavior bizarre, many districts 
didn't even offer home tutoring. 


Tho child, of average intelligence or 


above, was puzzled by his own inability to 
make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to Most children want to be like

Kat/ appeared at the annual 13th Dis- 


trict Democratic Woman's luncheon in 
(Jlcnview as a substitute for Congressman 
Sidney Yates, D-Chicago, who was needed 
unexpectedly in Washington. 


Selection of Katz as a replacement 


caused speculation among some of the 120 
women in attendance that an announce- 
ment of candidacy would be made. 


Bt'T KATZ MADE no mention of the 


upcoming race during his 25 minute talk 
on the first 100 days of Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie's administration. 


He was later asked by a Herald reporter 


if the rumors that he was a possible can- 
didate were true and he said there was no 
chance that he would run. 


Kat/.' name as a possible candidate had 


been first mentioned by New Trier Town- 
ship Democratic Committeeman Lynn Wil- 
liams, who once sought the 13th District

Williams, an independent Democrat who

Katz said the Democrats' main objec- 


tions to the 4 per cent proposal are that 
it's too high as a starting rate and that it 
should not be the same for corporations 
and individuals. 


"Taxes always go up, so where will it 


end if it starts at 4 per cent?" he asked. 


He said Democrats in the legislature 


prefer a tax package that would include a 
5 per cent rate for corporations and only 2 
per cent for individuals. 


HE ALSO SAID Democrats are dis- 


tressed that Ogilvie has not proposed a 
reduction in the state sales tax to go along 
with the proposed taxes. 


Katz also took swipes at Ogilvie's pro- 


posal to increase the state aid to educa- 
tion foundation level to $500 per student 
and at the governor's apparent agreement 
with the plans to allow the Tollway Com- 
mission to build additional tollroads and 


finance them with tolls collected from toll- 
roads in the Chicago area. 


"I'm not against good roads but I don't 


think a toll road should be built if it can't 
pay for itself," he said. 


He said the governor's proposal to in- 


crease the state aid to education level 
from $400 to $500 per student was not even 
meeting the approval of Republicans in 
the legislature. 


"THE REPUBLICANS want it to go to 


$550 and the Democrats want ii to go to 
$600," he said. "The $500 Ogilvie is propo- 
sing is not even adequate for the suburbs, 
let alone Chicago where the needs are 
much greater."

others, even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family. 


A new state law will require school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
aries by July 1. But as early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child? How many of them 
are there? What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently irSf- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself. 


ASK A DOCTOR who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child 
with this disability and he will hedge. 


A psychologist and doctor at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois Medical Center told a set of 
parents, "We don't know your child. You 
know him better than we do because you 
live with him and this type of handicap 
varies with each child. If it is brain dam- 
age — well, the brain is very complex. We 
know very little about the brain." 


Whether it was brain damage or not, the 


behavior of the children varied consid- 
erably and so did their abilities and their 
emotional control. The right thing for one 
child might be the very thing that "set 
another one off." 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where would the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of la^t 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Barrington, from Niles to Schaumburg, 
there were 110 teachers fo 
i- learning c 
1 - 


abilities — in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


136,348 and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established. Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way 
was called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 
of any teacher in any system who worked 
in this program. 


But the state money also meant control. 


The requirements were that each child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 
name was at the time.

Kemper Insurance Company's proposed 


$10 million expansion project in the Long 
Grove area has been greeted with pleas- 
ure and anticipation by Long Grove's 
mayor and local school administrators. 


They feel the project will be an econom- 


ic boon to the community, but don't fore- 
see a large influx of newcomers to the 
town, a quiet little community of only 1,- 
100. 


"I was very pleased to hear of the Kem- 


per project. It would be an asset to any 
town," said Robert Coffin. Long Grove's 
mayor. 


"It's hard to say now how large the vil- 


lage will grow because of this project, but 
I don't think there will be a population 
boom," he said. "Most Kemper employes 
who will be working in the new building 
live in the Northwest suburbs or on the 
North Shore and will probably stay at 
their old addresses and commute here. 


'•I'm sure that those who do decide to 


move to Long Grove will be very desir- 
able citizens and an asset to the commu- 
nity," he added. 


"I THINK THE project will cause an 


economic boom to the area, but I couldn't 
predict ]ust how the community will be 
affected," said William Hitzeman, super- 
intendent of schools for Kildeer School 
Dist. 96. 


"But I don't see any big influx of people 


on the way. A lot of them will probably 
live in other communities, such as Lake 
Zurich," he said. 


"I'll sure be glad to see them come in. I 


haven't heard anyone dissent to the plan," 
was the comment made by Ed Ellis, busi- 
ness manager for Adlai Stevenson High 
School.

Pool Protest 
To Continue 


A group of residents opposing new re- 


strictions on private swimming pools in 
Wheeling plans to protest against the ordi- 
nance at Monday's village board mestine. 


The group, led by Mr. and Mrs. Clar- 


ence Eisenman, of 116 Berkshire Dn\ . 
agrees with the health regulations pro- 
posed under the draft of the new ordi- 
nance, but objects to construction and 
safety features which would affect even 
existing pools within three years. 


The ordinance, drafted by Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer after public hearings by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, would require a 
six-foot fence around all pools over 24 
inches deep in the village, both portable 
and permanent. 


MRS. EISMAN, spokesman for 
the 


group, told the Herald that two years ago 
when she and her husband were installing 
their pool the village wouldn't allow them 
to put in a six-foot-high fence. 


Other restrictions in the new ordinance 


would limit diving board heights to thr 
feet and require $25 permits for per- 
manent pools and $5 fees for portable 
pools. 


Under the ordinance, a pool would have 


to be located at least six feet from build- 
ing and property lines and would not be 
allowed in the front yard. 


Walkways 36-inches wide circling all 


pools would be required. Portable poo.s 
would be permitted only in single-family 
residential areas of the village. 


THE ORDINANCE applies 
to newly 


built permanent swimming pools as far as 
placement and construction and would ef- 
fect existing nonconforming portable pools 
within three years. 


A fine of from $25 to $500 for violation of 


the ordinance and inspections of pri\ * o 
pools by the health officer are also called 
fo>' in the ordinance. 


Mrs. Eisman told the Herald that many 


residents with large portable pools are 
unable to move them to meet the ordi- 
nance requirements without disrupting 
their entire yards. "If the village would 
pick up the tab on moving the pools that 
would be fine," she said. 


Critics of the new ordinance are also 


opposing the $25 fee which they consider 
overly high, she said. 


The ordinance comes up for approval by 


the village board Monday.

A mother wrote a note to her child's 


special teacher: 


"The question I always have is Mary's: 


'Why do I have to be different?' It bothers 
her so much." 


Mary, 7 has been "different" for a long 


time. She is an intelligent child who wor- 
ries about the difference in her own prog- 
ress and that of her classmates 
and 


friends. 


She was a beautiful baby and her birth 


was normal. At 3 months the nurse in her 
pediatrician's office asked, "Does she al- 
ways grip her left arm with her right 
hand like that? Every time I see her she 
is clutching her wrist." 


The nurse went for the doctor and, while 


they exchanged significant looks and ex- 
amined the child, Mary's mother did not 
realize their true concern. 


PERHAPS SHE didn't want to see - 


her child was beautiful; her child was 
"normal" in every way. 


At i, Mary could talk well, but she 


couldn't sit up for very long. She had diffi- 
culty holding things in her hand and rare- 
ly played with the toys given to her. She 
couldn't crawl. She didn't bounce in her 
baby's exercise chair. 


S U S P E N D E D IN the bucket, a 
fireman and Villa resident were low- 
ered $afely and turely to the ground in 
its operation. 


the practice run to acquaint the Villa 
residents with the new equipment and 
its ODeration. 


By the time the baby was 15 months old, 


the doctor said, "I think Mary has cere- 
bral palsy or some related disorder. I 
know very little about this field, so I will 
refer you to a place where they can help 
you." 


Three months later, an eternal wait af- 


ter a sweeping diagnosis, Mary's parents 
began the long journey that has no ending. 
They were handed from pediatrician to 
neurologist to psychiatrist to psychologist 
and back again. 


When Mary was 18 months old they 


called it "brain damage from an unknown 
cause." When she was 2 it was "the oth- 
er child syndrome." At 3 months they 
ed it a "developmental lag." By the time 
she was 5 she had "anemotional overlay." 
At 6 she was "perceptually handicapped" 
because of a "minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion." 


"We don't really know what it is," say 


the doctors, the psychologists, the psy- 
chiatrists "We only know that Mary's 
chronological age and her developmental 
age do not match." 


NOW, 
IN 1969, the adults in her life say 


carefully, "Mary has a learning dis- 
ability." What they will call it next year is 
anybody's guess. 


For Mary, who is beautiful and in- 


telligent and 7 years old, is the child no- 
body knows. 


Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could reach the age of 5, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children bis 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies. But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents, "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better." He hardly ever did. 


AT BEST THE child spent most of his 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, he was sent home from school 


and his parents were told to make other 
arrangements for his education. Because 
his attention span was usually very short 
op his behavior bizarre, many districts 
didn't even offer home tutoring. 


The child, of average intelligence or 


above, was puzzled by his own inability to 
make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to. Most children want to be like

13th Dist. Loses 'Possible'

The growing list of candidates for the 


13th Congressional District seat soon to be 
vacated 
by 
Rep. 
Donald 
Rumsfeld, 


R-Wilmette, took a surprising turn Thurs- 
day: 
It lost one of its "possibles." 


State Rep. Harokl A. Katz, D-Olencoe, 


told the Herald he was "definitely not run- 
ning" and that he "hadn't given much 
thought" to a possible Democratic candi- 
date for the traditionally Republican occu- 
pied seat. 


Katz appeared at the annual 13th Dis- 


tiict Democratic Woman's luncheon in 
Glcnview as a substitute for Congressman 
Sidney Yates, D-Chicago, who was needed 
unexpectedly in Washington. 


Selection of Katz as a replacement 


caused .speculation among some of the 120 
women in attendance that an announce- 
ment of candidacy would be made. 


BUT KATZ MADE no mention of the 


upcoming race during his 25 minute talk 
on the first 100 days of Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie's administration. 


He was later asked by a Herald reporter 


if the rumors that he was a possible can- 
didate were true and he said there was no 
chance that he would run. 


Katz' name as a possible candidate had 


been first mentioned by New Trier Town- 
ship Democratic Committeeman Lynn Wil- 
liams, who once sought the 13th District 


seat himself. 


Williams, an independent Democrat who 


has been a loud critic of Mayor Richard 
Daley's rule of the Cook County Demo- 
cratic organization, said he would like to 
see Katz seek the seat. 


IN 
HIS SPEECH, 
Katz 
criticized 


Ogilvie's tax proposals, saying the gover- 
nor accomplished one thing with his 4 per 
cent income tax proposal: "He said in his 
campaign that he wanted to unify the 
people of Illinois, and he's done that. Ev- 
eryone's against the tax plan." 


Katz said the Democrats' main objec- 


tions to the 4 per cent proposal are that 
it's too high as a starting rate and that it 
should not be the same for corporations 
and individuals. 


"Taxes always go up, so where will it 


end if it starts at 4 per cent?" he asked. 


He said Democrats in the legislature 


prefer a tax package that would include a 
5 per cent rate for corporations and only 2 
per cent for individuals. 


HE ALSO SAID Democrats are dis- 


tressed that Ogilvie has not proposed a 
reduction in the state sales tax to go along 
with the proposed taxes. 


Katz also took swipes at Ogilvie's pro- 


posal to increase the state aid to educa- 
tion foundation level to $500 per student 
and at the governor's apparent agreement 
with the plans to allow the Tollway Com- 
mission to build additional tollroads and 


finance them with tolls collected from toll- 
roads in the Chicago area. 


"I'm not against good roads but I don't 


thirk a toll road should be built if it can't 
pay for itself," he said. 


He said the governor's proposal to in- 


crease the state aid to education level 
from $400 to $500 per student was not even 
meeting the approval of Republicans in 
the legislature. 


"THE REPUBLICANS want it to go to 


$550 and the Democrats want ii to go to 
$600," he said. "The $500 Ogilvie is propo- 
sing is not even adequate for the suburbs, 
let alone Chicago where the needs are 
much greater." 


Katz represents the First State House 


District, which includes New Trier and 
Evanston Townships and part of North- 
field Township.

others, "even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family. 


A new state law will require school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
aries by July 1. But as early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child? How many of them 
are there? What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently fra'g"- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself. 


ASK A DOCTOR who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child 
with this disability and he will hedge. 


A psychologist and doctor at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois Medical Center told a set of 
parents, "We don't know your child. You 
know him better than we do because you 
live with him and this type of handicap 
varies with each child. If it is brain dam- 
age — well, the brain is very complex. We 
know very little about the brain." 


Whether it was brain damage or not, the 


behavior of the children varied consid- 
erably and so did their abilities and their 
emotional control. The right thing for one 
child might be the very thing that "set 
another one off." 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where would the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of la<t 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Barrington, from Niles to Schaumburg, 
there were 110 teachers for learnine i - 
abilities — in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


136,348 and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established. Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way- 
was called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 
of any teacher in any system who worked 
in this program. 


But the state money also meant control. 


The requirements were that each child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 
name was at the time.

The Kemper Insurance Co. is moving its 


entire Chicago area operation to a 500- 
acre site west of Long Grove. 


The Kemper move which should be com- 


pleted by Spring of 1972 will bring ap- 
proximately 
2.0W) new employes to the 


Northwest suburban area. 


The new three-story Kemper building 


should cost approximately $10 million and 
will enclose 400,000 square feet, giving it 
about half as much footage as the Pruden- 
tial Building in downtown Chicago. 


The 500-acre site will be in Lake County, 


with a mile of frontage on Route 22. Old 
McHcnry Road is northeast of the site and 
the proposed extension of Route 53 is on 
the eastern boundary. The site will be 
ideally suited to take advantage of a pro- 
posed Route 53 interchange. 


CH1LDS AND Smith of Chicago are ar- 


chitects for the Kemper project and Lind- 
gren and Associates of Long Grove han- 
dled the property transfer.

Kemper Insurance Company's proposed 


$10 million expansion project in the Long 
Grove area has been greeted with pleas- 
ure and anticipation by Long Grove's 
mayor and local school administrators. 


They feel the project will be an econom- 


ic boon to the community, but don't fore- 
see a large influx of newcomers to the 
town, a quiet little community of only 1,- 
100. 


"I was very pleased to hear of the Kem- 


per project. It would be an asset to any 
town," said Robert Coffin, Long Grove's 
mayor. 


"It's hard to say now how large the vil- 


lage will grow because of this project, but 
I don't think there will be a population 
boom," he said. "Most Kemper employes 
who will be working in the new building 
live in the Northwest suburbs or on the 
North Shore and will probably stay at 
their old addresses and commute here. 


"I'm sure that those who do decide to 


move to Long Grove will be very desir- 
able citizens and an asset to the commu- 
nity," he added. 


"I THINK THE project will cause an 


economic boom to the area, but I couldn't 
predict just how the community will be 
affected," said William Hitzeman, super- 
intendent of schools for Kildeer School 
Dist. 96. 


"But I don't see any big influx of people 


on the way. A lot of them will probably 
live in other communities, such as Lake 
Zurich," he said. 


"I'll sure be glad to see them come in. I 


haven't heard anyone dissent to the plan," 
was the comment made by Ed Ellis, busi- 
ness manager for Adlai Stevenson High 
School.

Pool Protest 
To Continue 


A group of residents opposing new re- 


strictions on private swimming pools in 
Wheeling plans to protest against the ordi- 
nance at Monday's village board meeting. 


The group, led by Mr. and Mrs. Clar- 


ence Eisenman. of 116 Berkshire Dri- . 
agrees with the health regulations pro- 
posed under the draft of the new ordi- 
nance, but objects to construction and 
safety features which would affect even 
existing pools within three years. 


The ordinance, drafted by Village Atty. 


Paul Hamer after public hearings by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, would require a 
six-foot fence around all pools over 24 
inches deep in the village, both portable 
and permanent. 


MRS. EISMAN, spokesman 
for 
the 


group, told the Herald that two years ago 
when she and her husband were installing 
their pool the village wouldn't allow them 
to put in a six-foot-high fence. 


Other restrictions in the new ordinance 


would limit diving board heights to thr^. 
feet and require $25 permits for per- 
manent pools and $5 fees for portable 
pools. 


Under the ordinance, a pool would have 


to be located at least six feet from build- 
ing and property lines and would not be 
allowed in the front yard. 


Walkways 36-inches wide circling all 


pools would be required. Portable poois 
would be permitted only in singla-familj 
residential areas of the village. 


THE ORDINANCE applies to newly 


built permanent swimming pools as far as 
placement and construction and would e1- 
fect existing nonconforming portable pools 
within three years. 


A fine of from $25 to $500 for violation of 


the ordinance and inspections of priva e 
pools by the health officer are also called 
for in the ordinance. 


Mrs. Eisman told the Herald that many 


residents with large portable pools are 
unable to move them to meet the ordi- 
nance requirements 
without disrupting 


their entire yards. "If the village would 
pick up the tab on moving the pools that 
would be fine," she said. 


Critics of the new ordinance are alsj> 


opposing the $25 fee which they consider 
overly high, she said. 


The ordinance comes up for approval tv 


the village board Monday.

— who they are, and what steps are 


being taken to give thdm a better life.) 


by EDITH FREUND 


A mother wrote a note to her child's 


special teacher: 


"The question I always have is Mary's: 


'Why do I have to be different?' It bothers 
her so much." 


Mary, 7 has been "different" for a long 


time. She is an intelligent child who wor- 
ries about the difference in her own prog- 
ress and that of her classmates and 
friends. 


She was a beautiful baby and her birth 


was normal. At 3 months the nurse in her 
pediatrician's office asked, "Does she al- 
ways grip her left arm with her right 
hand like that? Every time I see her she 
is clutching her wrist." 


The nurse went for the doctor and, while 


they exchanged significant looks and ex- 
amined the child, Mary's mother did not 
realize their true concern. 


PERHAPS SHE didn't want to see - 


her child was beautiful; her child was 
"normal" in every way. 


At 1, Mary could talk well, but she 


couldn't sit up for very long. She had diffi- 
culty holding things in her hand and rare- 
ly played with the toys given to her. She 
couldn't crawl. She didn't bounce in her 
baby's exercise chair. 


S U S P E N D E D IN the bucket, a 
fireman and Villa resident were low- 
ered safely and surely to the ground in 


the practice run to acquaint the Villc. 
residents with the new equipment and 
its operation. 


By the time the baby was 15 months old, 


the doctor said, "I think Mary has cere- 
bral palsy or some related disorder. I 
know very little about this field, so I will 
refer you to a place where they can help 
you." 


Three months later, an eternal wait af- 


ter a sweeping diagnosis, Mary's parents 
began the long journey that has no ending. 
They were handed from pediatrician to 
neurologist to psychiatrist to psychologist 
and back again. 


When Mary was 18 months old they 


called it "brain damage from an unknown 
cause." When she was 2 it was "the oth- 
er child syndrome." At 3 months they 
ed it a "developmental lag." By the time 
she was 5 she had "anemotional overlay." 
At 6 she was "perceptually handicapped" 
because of a "minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion." 


"We don't really know what it is," say 


the doctors, the psychologists, the psy- 
chiatrists. "We only know that Mary's 
chronological age and her developmental 
age do not match." 


NOW, 
IN 1969, the adults in her life say 


carefully, "Mary has a learning dis- 
ability." What they will call it next year is 
anybody's guess. 


For Mary, who is beautiful and in- 


telligent and 7 years old, is the child no- 
body knows. 


Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could reach the age of 5, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children his 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies. But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents, "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better." He hardly ever did. 


AT BEST THE child spent most of his 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, he was sent home from school 


and his parents were told to make other 
arrangements for his education. Because 
his attention span was usually very short 
or his behavior bizarre, many districts 
didn't even offer home tutoring. 


The child, of average intelligence or 


above, was puzzled by his own inability to 
make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to. Most children want to be like 


others, even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family. 


A new state law will reouire school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
aries by July 1. But as early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child? How many of them 
are there? What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently frag- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself. 


ASK A DOCTOR who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child 
with this disability and he will hedge. 


A psychologist and doctor at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois Medical Center told a set of 
parents, "We don't know your child. You 
know him better than we do because you 
live with him and this type of handicap 
varies with each child. If it is brain dam- 
age — well, the brain is very complex. We 
know very little about the brain." 


Whether it was brain damage or not, the

The growing list of candidates for the 


13th 
Congressional District seat soon to be 


vacated 
by 
Rep. 
Donald 
Rumsfeld, 


R-Wilmetle, took a surprising turn Thurs- 


day: 
It lost one of its "possibles." 


State Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, 


told the Herald he was "definitely not run- 
ning" and that he "hadn't given much 
thought" to a possible Democratic candi- 
date for the traditionally Republican occu- 
pied seat. 


Katz appeared at the annual 13th Dis- 


trict Democratic Woman's luncheon in 
Glenview as a substitute for Congressman 
Sidney Yatcs, D-Chicago, who was needed 
unexpectedly in Washington. 


Selection of Katz as a replacement 


caused speculation among some of the 120 
women in attendance that an announce- 
ment of candidacy would be made. 


BUT KATZ MADE no mention of the 


upcoming race during his 25 minute talk 
on the first 100 days of Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie's administration. 


He was later asked by a Herald reporter 


if the rumors that he was a possible can- 
didate were true and he said there was no 
chance that he would run. 


Katz' name as a possible candidate had 


been first mentioned by New Trier Town- 
ship Democratic Committceman Lynn Wil- 
liams, who once sought the 13th District 


seat himself. 


Williams, an independent Democrat who 


has been a loud critic of Mayor Richard 
Daley's rule of the Cook County Demo- 
cratic organization, said he would like to 
see Katz seek the seat. 


I N 
HIS SPEECH, 
Katz 
criticized 


Ogilvie's tax proposals, saying the gover- 
nor accomplished one thing with his 4 per 
cent income tax proposal: "He said in his 
campaign that he wanted to unify the 
people of Illinois, and he's done that, Ev- 
eryone's against the tax plan." 


Katz said the Democrats' main objec- 


tions to the 4 per cent proposal are that 
it's too high as a starting rate and that it 
should not be the same for corporations 
and individuals. 


"Taxes always go up, so where will it 


end if it starts at 4 per cent?" he asked. 


He said Democrats in the legislature 


prefer a tax package that would include a 
5 per cent rate for corporations and only 2 
per cent for individuals. 


HE ALSO SAID Democrats are dis- 


tressed that Ogilvie has not proposed a 
reduction in the state sales tax to go along 
with the proposed taxes. 


Katz also took swipes at Ogilvie's pro- 


posal to increase the state aid to educa- 
tion foundation level to $500 per student 
and at the governor's apparent agreement 
with the plans to allow the Tollway Com- 
mission to build additional tollroads and 


finance them with tolls collected from toll- 
roads in the Chicago area. 


"I'm not against good roads but I don't 


think a toll road should be built if it can't 
pay for itself," he said. 


He said the governor's proposal to in- 


crease the state aid to education level 
from $400 to $500 per student was not even 
meeting the approval of Republicans in 
the legislature. 


"THE REPUBLICANS want it to go to 


$550 and the Democrats want ii to go to 
$600," he said. "The $500 Ogilvie is propo- 
sing is not even adequate for the suburbs, 
let alone Chicago where the needs are 
much greater." 


Katz represents the First State House 


District, which includes New Trier and 
Evanston Townships and part of North- 
field Township.

behavior of the children varied consid- 
erably and so did their abilities and their 
emotional control. The right thing for one 
child might be the very thing that "set 
another one off." 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where would the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of last 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Barrington, from Niles to Schaumburg, 
there were 110 teachers for learning dis- 
abilities — in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


136,348 and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established. Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way 
was called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 
of any teacher in any svsiem who worked 
in this program. 


But the state money also mepnt control. 


The requirements were that *«ch child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 
name was at the time.

Lose 'Candidate'

The growing list of candidates for the 


13th Congressional District seat soon to be 
vacated 
by Rep. Donald 
Rumsfeld, 


R-Wilmette, took a surprising turn Thurs- 
day: It lost one of its "possibles." 


State Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, 


told the Herald he was "definitely not run- 
ning" and that he "hadn't given much 
thought" to a possible Democratic candi- 
date for the traditionally Republican occu- 
pied seat. 


Katz appeared at the annual 13th Dis- 


trict Democratic Woman's luncheon in 
Glenview as a substitute for Congressman 
Sidney Yates, D-Chicago, who was needed 
unexpectedly in Washington. 


Selection of Katz as a replacement 


caused speculation among some of the 120 
women in attendance that an announce- 
ment of candidacy would be made. 


BUT KATZ MADE no mention of the 


upcoming race during his 25 minute talk 
on the first 100 days of Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie's administration. 


He was later asked by a Herald reporter 


if the rumors that he was a possible can- 
didate were true and he said there was no 
chance that he would run. 


Katz' name as a possible candidate had 


been first mentioned by New Trier Town- 
ship Democratic Committeeman Lynn Wil- 
liams, who once sought the 13th District 
seat himself. 


Williams, an independent Democrat who 


has been a loud critic of Mayor Richard 
Daley's rule of the Cook County Demo- 
cratic organization, said he would like to 
see Katz seek the seat. 


I N 
HIS SPEECH, 
Katz criticized 


Ogilvie's tax proposals, saying the gover- 
nor accomplished one thing with his 4 per 
cent income tax proposal: "He said in his 


campaign that he wanted to unify the 
people of Illinois, and he's done that. Ev- 
eryone's against the tax plan." 


Katz said the Democrats' main objec- 


tions to the 4 per cent proposal are that 
it's too high as a starting rate and that it 
should not be the same for corporations 
and individuals. 


"Taxes always go up, so where will it 


end if it starts at 4 per cent?" he asked. 


He said Democrats in the legislature 


prefer a tax package that would include a 
5 per cent rate for corporations and only 2 
per cent for individuals. 


HE ALSO SAID Democrats are dis- 


tressed that Ogilvie has not proposed a 
reduction in the state sales tax to go along 
with the proposed taxes. 


Katz also took swipes at Ogilvie's pro- 


posal to increase the state aid to educa- 
tion foundation level to $500 per student 
and at the governor's apparent agreement 
with the plans to allow the Tollway Com- 
mission to build additional tollroads and 
finance them with tolls collected from toll- 
roads in the Chicago area. 


"I'm not against good roads but I don't 


think a toll road should be built if it can't 
pay for itself," he said. 


He said the governor's proposal to in- 


crease the state aid to education level 
from $400 to $500 per student was not even 
meeting the approval of Republicans in 
the legislature 


"THE REPUBLICANS want it to go to 


$550 and the Democrats want k to go to 
$600," he said. "The $500 Ogilvie is propo- 
sing is not even adequate for the suburbs, 
let alone Chicago where the needs are 
much greater."

ALL-DAY SEMINAR has

The seminar is to include a 
presentation from each agency that will 
be involved in some planning aspect. No 
seminar date is set but will be after a 
June 18 conference meeting. 


"People," Atcher said, "have to think of 


the need for coordinated and cooperative 
planning. We have to break down the av- 
ersion to planning beyond boundaries and 
think of overall planning for the region." 


The conference president said trans- 


portation planning is not just getting 


people in and out of Chicago. He had ear- 
lier commented he would like to see buses 
circulate through the area to shopping 
centers, industry and commuter centers. 


A PROBLEM he now faces, Atcher said, 


is finding staff. Plummer and Boyd both 
promised staff help but could not pledge 
full-time people to the study project. Boyd 
said he hopes to get foundation funds to 
provide a man to the conference. 


Elk Grove Village Pres. Jack Pahl, in 


proposing the mass transit study, said he 
has assurances of getting donated staff 
time from Harper Junior College and an 
area business. 


Atcher said even one person, for now, 


would be of benefit in pulling together 
available information and statistics that 
serve as a basis of planning. 


Officials set an immediate first step of 


compiling the conferences' 13 commu- 
nities' master plans and fitting these into 
one area land-use plan. Intent will be to 
get conference communities to agree on 
area land use and end border disputes 
over annexation, they agreed.

which launched the family on their ice- 
skating careers. Tootsie's mother and fa- 
ther, Bernie and Maggie Harris, accom- 
panied by her aunts and uncles, skated 
their way around the world. 


"AUNT MARY AND I are the only two 


people in the family who don't skate." 
Tootsie said. "We both prefer firm ground 
beneath our feet." 


Before settling down in Mount Prospect 


in 1961. Tootsie had traveled half-way 
around the world, living in 14 different 
countries, including South Africa, India 
and Mexico. 


"I lived in a lot 'of hotels, and my 


friends were the bellboys and the maids. 
The only friends I had my own age were 
kids that I went to school with in Eng- 
land." 


Tootsie attended school at St. Paul's 


Academy in Hammersmith. England, for 
two years. "It was a very prim and prop- 
er English school. Can you imagine being 
driven to school in a chauffeur-driven 
Rolls Royce every morning?" 


"The kids I went to school with each 


had a chauffeur, and so I wouldn't feel out 
of place, my Uncle Ernie would drive me 
to school. 


"Uncle Ernie worked as a chauffeur, 


and each morning on his way to work he'd 
drive me to school, and he'd fly the Royal 
Standard from the antenna of the car." 
she explained. 


Uncle Ernie's passengers included the 


Royal Family and many dignitaries an'l 
international personalities. "Every time 
Elizabeth Taylor visited London, Uncle 
Ernie was assigned as her chauffeur. Al- 
though I was quite young, he introduced 
me to her, and she's as beautiful as all 
her pictures." 


Tootsie left the Ice Capades in 1961 and 


lived with her Aunt Mary in Mount Pros- 
pect while her parents finished another 
tour with the show. Today, her parents 
and aunts and uncles all live in Mount 
Prospect, and have left show business for

er child syndrome." At 3 months they 
ed it a "developmental lag " By the time 
she was 5 she had "anemotional overlay." 
At 6 she was "perceptually handicapped" 
because of a "minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion " 


"We don't really know what it is," say 


the doctor^, the psychologists, the psy- 
chiatrists. "We only know that Mary's 
chronological age and her developmental 
age do not match " 


NOW. IN I9fi9. the adults in her life say 


carefully. 
"Mary has 
a learning dis- 


ability " What they will call it next year is 
anybody's guess. 


For Marv. who is beautiful and in- 


telligent and 7 years old. is the child no- 
body knows. 


Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could reach the age of 5, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children his 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies. But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents. "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better " He hardly ever did. 


AT BEST THE child spent most of his 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, he was sent home from school

make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to. Most children want to be like 
others, even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family. 


A new state law will require school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
aries by July 1. But as early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child? How many of them 
are there? What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently frag- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself 


ASK A DOCTOR who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child 
with this disability and he will hedge. 


A psychologist and doctor at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois Medical Center told a set of 
parents. "We don't know your child. You 
know him better than we do because you 
live with him and this type of handicap 
varies with each child. If it is brain dam- 
age — well, the brain is very complex. We 
know very little about the brain." 


Whether it was brain damage or not, the 


behavior of the children varied consid- 
erably and so did their abilities and their 
en-otional control. The right thing for one 
child might be the very thing that "set 
another one off.'' 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where would the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of last 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Harrington, from Niles to Schaumburg, 
there were 110 teachers for learning dis- 
abilities — in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


136,34ft and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established. Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way 
was called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 
of any teacher in any system who worked 
in this program. 


But the state money also meant control. 


The requirements were that each child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 
name was at the time.

Sale Tax Receipts 
Top Expectations 


Sales tax receipts in Rolling Meadows 


for February have soared well above ex- 
pectations creating talk of discontinuing 
the city's tax rate. 


Latest check received by the city came 


to $48.436 compared to only $11,150 for the 
same month in 1968. 


"If the revenue continues this way, it's 


possible we won't have to levy a tax for 
next year's budget," Mayor Roland Meyer 
said. 


"Of course, that doesn't actually mean 


anyone's tax bill will go down since taxes 
are paid to several government bodies, 
and we're only a small part of the total 
picture." he added 


The 1968 tax rate announced in yester- 


day's Herald is 398 per $100 assessed 
valuation, an increase of only 008 over 


last year's rate of .390. 


THE BASIC REASON for skyrocketing 


February receipts is the payment of back 
taxes, according to Gary Machunze, city 
manager. 


"The department of revenue has in- 


formed me of someone in the city who has 
been delinquent in paying sales tax. The 
case has been prosecuted and our first 
part of the back taxes is reflected in the 
February receipts," he said. 


Machunze added, "However, the depart- 


ment will not say who the person or busi- 
ness is or how long we can expect to re- 
ceive back taxes." 


The city's share of tax paid on retail 


sales during January, which usually re- 
flects Christmas sales amounted to $45,- 
053. Combined, the totals from the two 
months come to almost half of all sales 
tax revenue anticipated during the 1968-69 
fiscal year which is $176,374.

told the Herald he was "definitely not run- 
ning'' and that he "hadn't given much 
thought" to a possible Democratic candi- 
date for the traditionally Republican occu- 
pied seat. 


Katz appeared at the annual 13th Dis- 


tiict Democratic Woman's luncheon in 
Glenview as a substitute for Congressman 
Sidney Yates, D-Chicago, who was needed 
unexpectedly in Washington.

it's too high as a starting rate and that it 
should not be the same for corporations 
and individuals. 


"Taxes always go up, so where will it 


end if it starts at 4 per cent?" he asked. 


He said Democrats in the legislature 


prefer a tax package that would include a 
5 per cent rate for corporations and only 2 
per cent for individuals. 


HE ALSO SAID Democrats are dis- 


tressed that Ogilvie has not proposed a 
reduction in the state sales tax to go along 
with the proposed taxes. 


Katz also took swipes at Ogilvie's pro- 


posal to increase the state aid to educa- 
tion foundation level to $500 per student 
and at the governor's apparent agreement 
with the plans to allow the Tollway Com- 
mission to build additional tollroads and 
finance them with tolls collected from toll- 
roads in the Chicago area. 


"I'm not against good roads but I don't 


think a toll road should be built if it can't 
pay for itself," he said. 


He said the governor's proposal to in- 


crease the state aid to education level 
from $400 to $500 per student was not even 
meeting the approval of Republicans in 
the legislature. 


"THE REPUBLICANS want it to go to 


$550 and the Democrats want h to go to 
$600," he said. "The $500 Ogilvie is propo- 
sing is not even adequate for the suburbs, 
let alone Chicago where the needs are 
much greater."

Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mis.sion (NIPC); Carl Montecki, engineer 
of research and planning, District 10 of- 
fice, Illinois Division of Highways; and 
Jack Siegel, Schaumburg and Arlington 
HeighU> municipal attorney. 


AN 
ALI^DAY SEMINAR has 
been 


planned to present the planning project to 
the public. The seminar is to include a 
presentation from each agency that will 
be involved in some planning aspect. No 
seminar date is set but will be after a 
June 18 conference meeting. 


"People," Atcher said, "have to think of 


the need for coordinated and cooperative 
planning. We have to break down the av- 
ersion to planning beyond boundaries and 
think of overall planning for the region." 


The conference president said trans- 


portation planning is not just getting 


people in and out of Chicago. He had ear- 
lier commented he would like to see buses 
circulate through the area to shopping 
centers, industry and commuter centers. 


A PROBLEM he now faces, Atcher said, 


is finding staff. Plummer and Boyd both 
promised staff help but could not pledge 
full-time people to the study project. Boyd 
said he hopes to get foundation funds to 
provide a man to the conference. 


Elk Grove Village Pres. Jack Pahl, in 


proposing the mass transit study, said he 
has assurances of getting donated staff 
time from Harper Junior College and an 
area business. 


Atcher said even one person, for now, 


would be of benefit in pulling together 
available information and statistics that 
serve as a basis of planning. 


Officials set an immediate first step of 


compiling the conferences' 13 commu- 
nities' master plans and fitting these into 
one area land-use plan. Intent will be to 
get conference communities to agree on 
area land use and end border disputes 
over annexation, they agreed. 


SIEGEL LOOKED to a proposed Cook 


County Regional Plan Commission and 
said planning should be at the local level, 
as proposed by the conference. 


Boyd predicted a transportation study, 


as proposed by the conference, will soon 
be a requirement of the U.S. Department 
of Transportation (DOT) before it issues

Tootsie's mother and fa- 
ther, Bernie and Maggie Harris, accom- 
panied by her aunts and uncles, skated 
their way around the world. 


"AUNT MARY AND I are the only two 


people in the family who don't skate." 
Tootsie said. "We both prefer firm ground 
beneath our feet." 


Before settling down in Mount Prospect 


in 1961, Tootsie had traveled 
half-way 


around the world, living in 14 different 
countries, including South Africa, India 
and Mexico. 


"I lived in a lot of hotels, and my 


friends were the bellboys and the maids. 
The only friends I had my own age were 
kids that I went to school with in Eng- 
land." 


Tootsie attended school at St. Paul's 


Academy in Hammersmith, England, for 
two years. "It was a very prim and prop- 
er English school. Can you imagine bein" 
driven to school in a chauffeur-driven 
Rolls Royce every morning?" 


"The kids I went to school with each 


had a chauffeur, and so I wouldn't feel out 
of place, my Uncle Ernie would drive me 
to school. 


"Uncle Ernie worked as a chauffeur, 


and each morning on his way to work he'd 
drive me to school, and he'd fly the Royal 
Standard from the antenna of the car," 
she explained. 


Uncle Ernie's passengers included ths 


Royal Family and many dignitaries and 
international, personalities. "Every time 
Elizabeth Taylor visited London. Uncle 
Ernie was assigned as her chauffeur. Al- 
though I was quite young, he introduced 
me to her, and she's as beautiful as all 
her pictures." 


Tootsie left the Ice Capades in 1961 and 


lived with her Aunt Mary in Mount Pros- 
pect while her parents finished another 
tour with the show. Today, her parent 
and aunts and uncles all live in Mount 
Prospect, and have left show business for 
"regular jobs." 


"I STARTED SCHOOL at Lions Park 


when I was 9, and the first day of school 
frightened me to death. All the kids said 
th^t I was a Communist because I talked 
funny," Tootsie said.

By the time the baby was 13 months old, 


the doctor said, "I think Mary has cere- 
bral palsy or some related disorder. I 
know very little about this field, so I will 
refer you to a place where they can help 
you " 


Three months later, an eternal wait af- 


ter a sweeping diagnosis. Mary's parents 
began the long journey that has no ending. 
They were handed from pediatrician to 
neurologist to psychiatrist to psychologist 
and back again. 


When Mary was 18 months old they 


called it "brain damage from an unknown 
cause " When she was 2 it was "the oth- 
er child syndrome" At 3 months they 
ed it a ' developmental lag " By the time 
she was 5 she had "anemotional overlay " 
At 6 she was "perceptually handicapped" 
because of a "minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion " 


"We don't really know what it i-.." say 


the doctori. the psychologists, the psy- 
chiatrists 
"We only know that Mary's 


chronological age and her developmental 
ago do not match " 


NOW, IX 19fi9, the adults in her life say 


carefully. "Mary has a 
learnini! dis- 


ability." What they will call it next year is 
anybody's guess. 


For Mary, who is beautiful and in- 


telligent and 7 years old. is the child no- 
body knows. 


Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could teach the age of 5, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children his 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents, "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better." He hardly ever did 


AT BEST THE child spent most of his 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, he was sent home from school

and his parents were told to make other 
arrangements for his education. Because 
his attention span was usually very short 
or his behavior bizarre, many districts 
didn't even offer home tutoring. 


The child, of average intelligence or 


above, was puzzled by his own inability to 
make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to. Most children want to be like 
others, even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family 


A new state law will require school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
arie-> by July 1. But a.? early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child? How ma ay of them 
are there' What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently frag- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself. 


ASK A DOCTOR who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child 
with this disability and he will hedge. 


A psychologist and doctor at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois Medical Center told a set of 
parents, "We don't know your child. You 
know him better than we do because you 
live with him and this type of handicap 
varies with each child. If it is brain dam- 
age — well, the brain is very complex. We 
know very little about the brain." 


Whether it was brain damage or not, the 


behavior of the children varied consid- 
erably and so did their abilities and their 
errotional control. The right thing for one 
child might be the very thing that "set 
another one off " 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where would the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of last 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Harrington, from Niles to Schaumburg, 
there were 110 teachers for learning dis- 
abilities — in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


136,34ft and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way 
was called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 
of any teacher in any system who worked 
in this program. 


But the state money also meant control. 


The requirements were that each child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 
name was at the time.

Should Be Educators, Too 


Dr. Roderick McLennan, assistant su- 


perintendent of schools, for High School 
Dist. 214, told members of the Rolling 
Meadows Chamber of Commerce industri- 
al division Thursday, that he expects to 
see at least 20 per cent of high school 
students spending a good portion of their 
school day holding jobs in business and 
industry. 


"It may be 10 years at best but students 


will extend their learning experience by 
leaving the classroom and going out and 
working in industry and business." 


McLennan, an ex-math teacher, said 


this concept is spreading across the 
United States but will take years to imple- 
ment. 


"BUSINESSMEN AND industrial lead- 


ers should be educators," he said. "They 
should not leave education solely up to the 
educators. Although there has been com- 
munication between educators and busi- 
nessmen, there has not been enough. They 
must be colleagues." 


He said education was in a bad way and 


that he would be the first to admit it. 


The former chairman of the Cook Coun- 


ty Council on Career Opportunities for 
Youth, said that well-paying blue-collar 
jobs should be elevated to prestige posi- 
tions. 


Much could be gained by sending stu- 


dents who were not academically inclined, 
to work with skilled craftsmen, he told 
members. 


"IN THIS WAY the student would be 


exposed to the respect and pride crafts- 
men have for their craft, whether it be 
plumbing or auto mechanics." 


McLennan also pointed out that as a re- 


sult of this outside learning experience, 


studnets would show an increased interest 
students would show an increased interest 
in school. 


"Of course there is the possibility that 


the student will return enthusiastically to 
the classroom after his experience only to 
have this enthusiasm dampened 
by a 


poorly trained teacher." 


One effective remedy was to have an 


adequate in-service program for teachers. 
Teachers would leave the classroom and 
take jobs in industry related to their sub- 
ject. 


THE ENTHUSIASM the student brings 


to the classroom would not be dampened 
but perpetuated, he said. 


McLennan also proposed that schools be 


opened like business and industry, on a 24- 
hour basis. He said he saw nothing unusu- 
al for a person attending a class at 3 a.m. 


In order to implement these concepts of 


education, McLennan said the present val- 
ue system would have to be changed, and 
cooperation between business and educa- 
tion should be increased. 


He was aware that businessmen were 


cautious about the costs of such a pro- 
gram and this reaction was expected. 


"Emphasis should be on the value of the 


learning experience and not on payment 
for student services," he said. Students 
should be given academic credit in recog- 
nition for their efforts. 


THIS CONCEPT in education isn't a 


panacea for all of today's problems but it 
can help in solving a few of them." 


"Any student at any level should be able 


to attain an education anywhere in educa- 
tion or business" he said. He acknowledg- 
ed that he was an educator who was dra- 
matically different in his thinking.

Dist. 59 may annex 1,100 acres of cur- 
rently undeveloped land west of Illinois 
Rt. 53. informed sources said Wednesday. 


The area, within Elk Grove Village cor- 


porate limits in Schaumburg Township, is 
currently part of School Dist. 54. 


According to the source, Dist. 54 will be 


more than willing to de-annex the land, 
and. if assessed valuation figures are po- 
tentially good enough. Dist. 59 will be will- 
ing to annex it. 


The land, owned by Centex Corp., is 


planned for single-family residential de- 
velopment and eventually will include 3,- 
500 homes. The source indicated that this 
would add about 5.000 students to the Dist. 
59 enrollment. 


SEVERAL FACTORS are significant in 


deliberation on the idea by the Dist. 59 
Board of Education They include poten- 
tial assessed valuation per child, a differ- 
ent arrangement of state aid to education 
and the possibility that Centex would do- 
nate land and build the schools. 


The source said that Dist 54 has refused

to build new schools in the area because 
of current limits on bonding power. Be- 
cause of the selling value of nearby 
schools and parks, Centex was reportedly 
willing to donate land and schools to the 
district. 


If this possibility were to remain if Dist. 


59 had the area, the board of education 
would probably look upon the idea favor- 
ably, the source said. 


How much assessed valuation per child 


would be needed? "At least $16,000 to 
$18,000; Dist. 59 currently has about $22,- 
000 behind each student."

baby's exercise chair. 


By the time the baby was IS months old, 


the doctor said, "I think Mary has cere- 
bral palsy or some related disorder. I 
know very little about this field, so I will 
refer you to a place where they can help 
you." 


Three months later, an eternal wait af- 


ter a sweeping diagnosis, Mary's parents 
began the long journey that has no ending. 
They were handed from pediatrician to 
neurologist to psychiatrist to psychologist 
and back again. 


When Mary was 18 months old they 


called it "brain damage from an unknown 
cause." When she was 2 it was "the oth- 
er child syndrome." At 3 months they 
ed it a "developmental lag." By the time 
she was 5 she had "anemotional overlay." 
At 6 she was "perceptually handicapped" 
because of a "minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion." 


"We don't really know what it is," say 


the doctors, the psychologists, the psy- 
chiatrists. "We only know that Mary's 
chronological age and her developmental 
age do not match." 


NOW. IN 1969, the adults in her life say 


carefully, "Mary has a learning dis- 
ability." What they will call it next year is 
anybody's guess. 


For Mary, who is beautiful and in- 


telligent and 7 years old, is the child no- 
body knows. 


Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could reach the age of 5, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children his 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies. But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents. "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better." He hardly ever did

Katz' name as a possible candidate had 


been first mentioned by New Trier Town- 
ship Democratic C'ommitteeman Lynn Wil- 
liams, who once sought the 13th District 
seat himself. 


Williams, an independent Democrat who 


has been a loud critic of Mayor Richard 
Daley's rule of the Cook County Demo- 
cratic organization, said he would like to 
see Katz seek the seat. 


IN 
HIS SPEECH, Katz 
criticized 


Ogilvie's tax proposal;,, saying the gover- 
nor accomplished one thing with his 4 per 
cent income tax proposal "He said in his 


campaign that he wanted to unify the 
people of Illinois, and he's done that. Ev- 
eryone's against the tax plan " 


Katz said the Democrats' main objec- 


tions to the 4 per cent proposal are that 
it's too high as a starting rate and that it 
should not be the same for corporations 
and individuals. 


"Taxes always go up, so where will it 


end if it starts at 4 per cent?" he asked. 


He said Democrats in the legislature 


prefer a tax package that would include a 
5 per cent rate for corporations and only 2 
per cent for individuals. 


HE ALSO SAID Democrats are dis- 


tressed that Ogilvie has not proposed a 
reduction in the state sales tax to go along 
with the proposed taxes. 


Katz also took swipes at Ogilvie's pro- 


posal to increase the state aid to educa- 
tion foundation level to $500 per student 
and at the governor's apparent agreement 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, he was sent home from school 


and his parents were told to make other 
arrangements for his education. Because 
his attention span was usually very short 
or his behavior bizarre, many districts 
didn't even offer home tutoring. 


The child, of average intelligence or 


above, was puzzled by his own inability to 
make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to. Most children want to be like 
others, even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family. 


A new state law will require school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
aries by July 1. But as early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child? How many of them 
are there? What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently frag- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself. 


ASK A DOCTOR who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child 


with this disability and he will hedge. 


A psychologist and doctor at the Univer- 


sity of Illinois Medical Center told a set of 
parents, "We don't know your child. You 
know him better than we do because you 
live with him and this type of handicap 
varies with each child. If it is brain dam- 
age — wen, the brain is very complex. We 
know very little about the brain." 


Whether it was brain damage or not, the 


behavior of the children varied consid- 
erably and so did their abilities and their 
emotional control. The right thing for one 
child might be the very thing that "set 
another one off." 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where would the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of last 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Barrington, from Niles to Schaumborg, 
there were 110 teachers for learning dis- 
abilities — in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


136,348 and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established. Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way 
was called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 


of any teacher in any system who worked 
in this program. 


But the state money also meant control. 


The requirements were that each child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 
name was at the time. 


THE STATE ALSO insisted that re- 


source room teachers handle no more 
than 10 children. These 10 children were 
to meet with their special teacher for a 
short time each day, but spend the rest of 
their time in the regular classroom. 


Self-contained classrooms where handi- 


capped children were isolated from the 
rest of the school population were not as 
highly recommended, but were also one 
type of program that could be developed 
with state help. 


Where did the teachers come from? 
Ed Whitcombe, a teacher in Dist. 214 


who works with LD students, said, "Most 
of us have come into this work from other 
educational disciplines: English, speech- 
therapy, remedial reading, general class- 
room experience. Most of those who have 
sought advanced degrees in LD have gone 
on to research or clinical work. Many of 
us retreads are limited by our back- 
grounds." 


(Tomorrow: A talk with a classroom

Tootsie had traveled half-way 
around the world, living in 14 different 
countries, including South Africa. India 
and Mexico. 


"I lived in a lot of hotels, and my

Tootsie attended school at St. Paul's 


Academy in Hammersmith. England, for

The Kemper Insurance Co. is moving its 


entire Chicago area operation to a 500- 
acre site west of Long Grove. 


The Kemper move which should be com- 


pleted by Spring of 1972 will bring ap- 
proximately 2,000 new employes to the 
Northwest suburban area. 


The new three-story Kemper building 


should cost approximately $10 million and 
wiu enclose 400,000 square feet, giving it 
about half as much footage as the Pruden- 
tial Building in downtown Chicago. 


The 500-acre site will be in Lake County, 


with a mile of frontage on Route 22. Old 
McHenry Road is northeast of the site and 
the proposed extension of Route 53 is on 
the eastern boundary. The site will be 
ideally suited to take advantage of a pro- 
posed Route 53 interchange. 


CHILDS AND Smith of Chicago are ar- 


chitects for the Kemper project and Lind- 
gren and Associates of Long Grove han- 
dled the property transfer. 


Kemper is moving from its 60-year-old 


building on Sheridan Road in Chicago be- 
cause it has "totally outgrown its facil- 
ities" according to Dan P. McEwan, pub- 
lic relations director 


Because the present building was in- 


adequate. Kemper had to choose between 
moving to the Chicago loop or relocating 
in the suburbv 


"We decided we wanted to create our 


own working environment," McEwan told 
the Herald "Besides, we discovered a sig- 
nificant percentage of our staff live in the 
Northwest suburbs. We have 10 full car 
pools each day from Arlington Heights 
alone." 


THE PROPOSED building will not fill 


the entire 500-acre site, and McEwan says 
the company is considering bringing more 
community facilities to the area.

currently part of School Dist. 54. 


According to the source, Dist. 54 will be 


more than willing to de-annex the land, 
and, if assessed valuation figures are po- 
tentially good enough, Dist. 59 will be will- 
ing to annex it 


The land, owned by Centex Corp., is 


planned for single-family residential de- 
velopment and eventually will include 3,- 
500 homes. The source indicated that this 
would add about 5.000 students to the Dist. 
59 enrollment. 


SEVERAL FACTORS are significant in 


deliberation on the idea by the Dist. 59 
Board of Education They include poten- 
tial assessed valuation per child, a differ- 
ent arrangement of state aid to education 
and the possibility that Centex would do- 
nate land and build the schools. 


The source said that Dist. 54 has refused

to build new schools in the area because 
of current limits on bonding power. Be- 
cause of the selling value of nearby 
schools and parks, Centex was reportedly 
willing to donate land and schools to the 
district. 


If this possibility were to remain if Dist. 


59 had the area, the board of education 
would probably look upon the idea favor- 
ably, the source said. 


How much assessed valuation per child 


would be needed? "At least $16,000 to 
$18,000; Dist. 59 currently has about $22,- 
000 behind each student." 


Other considerations

coming into play on the side of Dist. 59. 
They include the prospects of planned unit 
development in the vicinity of St. Alexius 
Hospital and at least one shopping center.

"The park district is ready to begin

"WE HAVE THE authorization from the 


voters to buy the land. We definitely need 
the DiMucci property as there is no more 
land in the area. We need recreational fa- 
cilities, open spaces, and a solution to the 
flooding problem," Jackson said. 


In addition to recreational 
facilities, 


West Park will be the site for a lake de- 
signed to alleviate the flooding problems 
in the Weller Creek area by expanding the 
present retention basin. 


"If the village lets this opportunity pass, 


we'd be making a profound mistake," said 
Fred Hysell, chairman of the clean 
streams committee. 


"The park will give us the solution to a

baby's exercise chair. 


By the time the baby was 15 months old, 


the doctor said, "I think Mary has cere- 
bral palsy or some related disorder. I 
know very little about this field, so I will 
refer you to a place where they can help 
you." 


Three months later, an eternal wait af- 


ter a sweeping diagnosis, Mary's parents 
began the long journey that has no ending. 
They were handed from pediatrician to 
neurologist to psychiatrist to psychologist 
and back again. 


When Mary was 18 months old they 


called it "brain damage from an unknown 
cause." When she was 2 it was "the oth- 
er child syndrome." At 3 months they 
ed it a "developmental lag." By the time 
she was 5 she had "anemotional overlay." 
At 6 she was "perceptually handicapped" 
because of a "minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion." 


"We don't really know what it is," say 


the doctors, the psychologists, the psy- 
chiatrists. "We only know that Mary's 
chronological age and her developmental 
age do not match." 


NOW, IN 1*69, the adults in her life say 


carefully, "Mary has a learning dis- 
ability." What they will call it next year is 
anybody's guess. 


For Mary, who is beautiful and in- 


telligent and 7 years old, is the child no- 
body knows. 


Children in Illinois are entitled by state 


law to a common school education, and 
the law requires their parents to place 
them in an accredited school by the time 
they are 7. 


But until recently there was no law that 


really required school districts to offer a 
public school education to every child re- 
gardless of his handicap. 


A child could reach the age of 5, go to 


school, and because his behavior or per- 
formance in school didn't match those of 
other children, "normal" children his 
teachers called them, he could be pushed 
out like a sick puppy is separated from 
his healthy litter-mates. 


The sick puppy usually dies. But not the 


child with a learning disability. He is of- 
ten unusually healthy. His problem doesn't 
"go away" and the more it is ignored or 
treated as simply naughty willfullness by 
teachers and his parents, the worse it 
may become. 


Veteran teachers, trained in traditional 


classroom disciplines, would tell worried 
parents, "He is so smart. If he only tried, 
he could do better." He hardly ever did. 


AT BEST THE child spent most of his 


time alone at a desk in the hall. 


At worst, he was sent home from school 


and his parents were told to make other 
arrangements for his education. Because 
his attention span was usually very short 
or his behavior bizarre, many districts 
didn't even offer home tutoring. 


The child, of average intelligence or 


above, was puzzled by his own inability to 
make his body and his mind do what he 
wanted it to. Most children want to be like 
others, even if they can't verbalize this 
feeling. 


In his frustration a child with learning 


disability may develop even deeper emo- 
tional and behavioral disorders, becoming 
even less acceptable to his school or his 
family. 


A new state law will require school dis- 


tricts to provide special education for all 
handicapped children within their bound- 
aries by July 1. But as early as 10 years 
ago educators in the Northwest suburban 
area were asking each other, "What is a 
brain-damaged child? How many of them 
are there? What causes this and what 
should schools be doing about it?" 


Some of them looked very hard for an- 


swers, and some didn't look at all. If they 
found answers, they were frequently frag- 
mented, inconsistent, or appallingly in- 
correct. The difficulty lay with the dis- 
order itself. 


ASK A DOCTOR who sees these chil- 


dren constantly what to expect of a child

and at the governor's apparent agreement

emotional control. The right thing for one 
child might be the very thing that "set 
another one off." 


It seemed impossible to design a pro- 


gram for such divergent needs, and even 
if this could be done, where would the 
teachers come from? 


But they found the teachers. As of last 


October, in the area from Park Ridge to 
Harrington, from Niles to Schaumbnrg, 
there were 110 teachers for learning dis- 
abilities — in a field that has no bachelor 
program to train them. 


The teachers serve a total enrollment of 


136,348 and the percentage of these that 
might have a learning disability has never 
been firmly established. Estimates range 
from 4 to 7 per cent. Less than 1 per cent 
are now in programs. 


The program finally designed to handle 


LD children in the most optimum way 
was called a "resource room," and the 
State of Illinois offered one half the salary 


of any teacher in any system who worked 
in this program. 


But the state money also meant control. 


The requirements were that each child 
must be tested by a psychologist meeting 
minimal state standards, who was to cer- 
tify that this child was indeed suffering 
from the disorder, whatever its current 
name was at the time. 


THE STATE ALSO insisted that re- 


source room teachers handle no more 
than 10 children. These 10 children were 
to meet with their special teacher for a 
short time each day, but spend the rest of 
their time in the regular classroom. 


Self-contained classrooms where handi- 


capped children were isolated from the 
rest of the school population were not as 
highly recommended, but were also one 
type of program that could be developed 
with state help. 


Where did the teachers come from? 
Ed Whitcombe, a teacher in Dist. 214 


who works with LD students, said, "Most 
of us have come into this work from other 
educational disciplines: English, speech- 
therapy, remedial reading, general class- 
room experience. Most of those who have 
sought advanced degrees in LD have gone 
on to research or clinical work. Many of 
us retreads are limited by our back- 
grounds."

as ghetto riots and college campus pro- 
tests have been tolerated, Davis predicted 
there will and must be a crackdown soon. 


College dissenters are old enough in the 


eyes of the law to be responsible for their 
actions, he said. In the future they must 
take the responsibility for their actions 
and be punished if they are illegal. 


Davis' solution to protests and demon- 


strations is to start over the process of 
education and explanation. Davis said 
each generation must be taught the legal 
right to dissent and how to assure this 
right. 


By dissenting illegally, people are un- 


dermining democracy, which is the thing 
that originally gave them the right to dis- 
sent, he said. 


"We must see that the younger gener- 


ations understand they can use their con- 
stitutional rights to dissent in order to 
make themselves heard." 


Minority groups must be made to under- 


stand this also. 


All groups must be treated fairly, ac- 


cording to their constitutional right, and 
thus there will be no need for illegal 
means to accomplish social change, he 
said. 
' 


Daley's rule of the Cook County Demo- 
cratic organization, said he would like to 
see Katz seek the seat. 


I N HIS SPEECH, Katz 
criticized 


Ogilvie's tax proposals, saying the gover- 
nor accomplished one thing with his 4 per 
cent income tax proposal: "He said in his 
campaign that he wanted to unify the 
people of Illinois, and he's done that. Ev- 
eryone's against the tax plan." 


Katz said the Democrats' main objec- 


tions to the 4 per cent proposal are that 
it's too high as a starting rate and that it 
should not be the same for corporations 
and individuals. 


"Taxes always go up, so where will it 


end if it starts at 4 per cent?" he asked. 


He said Democrats in the legislature 


prefer a tax package that would include a 
5 per cent rate for corporations and only 2 
per cent for individuals. 


HE ALSO SAID Democrats are dis- 


tressed that Ogilvie has not proposed a 
reduction in the state sales tax to go along 
with the proposed taxes. 


Katz also took swipes at Ogilvie's pro- 


posal to increase the state aid to educa- 
tion foundation level to $500 per student 
and at the governor's apparent agreement 
with the plans to allow the Tollway Com- 
mission to build additional tollroads and 
finance them with tolls collected from toll- 
roads in the Chicago area. 


"I'm not against good roads but I don't 


think a toll road should be built if it can't 
pay for itself," he said. 


He said the governor's proposal to in- 


crease the state aid to education level 
from $400 to $500 per student was not even 
meeting the approval of Republicans in 
the legislature. 


"THE REPUBLICANS want it to go to 


$550 and the Democrats want h to go to 
$600," he said. "The $500 Ogilvie is propo- 
sing is not even adequate for the suburbs, 
let alone Chicago where the needs are 
much greater." 


Katz represents the First State House 


District, which includes New Trier and 
Evanston Townships and part of North- 
field Township.

Polls will be open from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 


in the Municipal Building and at Dunton, 
Westgate, Ridge, North, Windsor, Patton 
and Ivy Hill schools. 


The dual referendum would authorize 


the library to sell bonds for $500,000 to be 
used for book acquisitions and to raise the 
maximum tax rate for operating expenses 
from 12 cents to 20 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


Approval of the referendum will raise 


the taxes on a $30,000 home about $1.65 in 
1970. The cost of the bonds will be in- 
tegrated into the village general obligation 
bond fund and taxes in this category will 
decrease after 1970 as other village bonds 
are retired. 


AS BOND PROCEEDS can be used for 


books in the next four-year period, 
trustees do not plan to tax the 8-cent hike 
in the operating fund immediately, but 
will apply the tax rate gradually over a 
10-year period. 


Reasoning behind the dual method rath- 


er than one referendum for operating ex- 
penses, and using the full 20 cents per $100 
assessed valuation immediately, was that 
taxes of current residents will be lower in 
the next several years by using the bonds. 


Persons moving into the community in 


the future, when taxes will be higher, will 
have a larger and more complete selec- 
tion of books to choose from for their tax 
dollar. 


L E G I S L A T I O N PASSED in 1967 


changed the statute affecting book pur- 
chases, and libraries throughout the state 


organized under the Public Library Act of 
1965 can now issue bonds to finance book 
acquisitions. 


Many residdents, members of the li- 


brary referendum citizens committee, 
have been spending the lion's share of 
their time this week mailing brochures 
and making telephone calls urging resi- 
dents to vote "yes" twice on Saturday. 


Committee chiarman Richard Cowen 


said, "I am confident that when residents 
have the facts,, they will agree ahat the 
referendum is needed. If for no other rea- 
son, the educational needs of our children 
demand a first quality library. Without 
the referendum, it just couldn't be done." 


THE REFERENDUM also received end- 


orsement by the Chamber of Cimmerce, 
the local American Association of Univer- 
sity Women and the Friends of the Li- 
brary. 


Library trustees said last week that vot- 


er approval of the referendum might also 
serve as informal endorsement of the use 
of $150,000 in excess construction funds f^r 
books. There is no legal precedent for the 
switch hi funds. 


In January, 1966, voters approved the 


selling of $1,425,000 in bonds for construc- 
tion and necessary equipment. The ques- 
tion facing the board is whether books are 
legally considered in the "necessary 
equipment" category. 


THE BOARD ESTIMATES that it will 


take four years and over $650,000 to bring 
the library to the "two-book per capita" 
standard recommended by the American 
Library Association. 


Without the increase to the operating 


fund, a shortage of $4,400 is projected in 
1971 and $167,000 in 1980. These figures do 
not incorporate any funds for books.

One for the Books 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Library 


will seek voter approval tomorrow to in- 
crease the library's book collection and to 
raise funds to meet future operating ex- 
penses. A "yes" vote on both proposals is 
merited. 


Approval of the dual referendum will al- 


low the library to catch up on the current 
volume shortage and provide sufficient 
staff to process books, records and other 
materials. 


Saturday's referendum would increase 


the maximum tax rate for the operating 
fund from 12 cents to 20 cents per $100 
assessed valuation and authorize the sale 
of bonds for book acquisitions in 
the 


amount of $300,000. 


While the new library has won building 


and lighting awards this year, it ranks 
26th when compared to 27 other libraries 
in the North Suburban System in the num- 
ber of books available per person. 


Trustees aim to meet the "two-book-per- 


capita" standard recommended by the 
American Library Association within four 
years if the referendum passes. Lack of 
space in the old library building precluded 
the ordering of many books. 


Since the doors of the new Memorial Li- 


brary opened a year ago circulation has 
increased by 46 per cent. Over 41,500 reg- 
istered cardholders borrow 400,000 books 
annually. 


Deficits in the operating fund will begin 


next year and would reach mammoth pro- 
portions in future years at the current tax 
rate. Services and staff would be curtailed 
to keep the library within budget. 


Empty shelves in the new building re- 


flect the current lack of books in many 
departments and categories. We believe 
the library needs the additional volumes 
and raise in operating expenses to meet 
the present and future needs of commu- 
nity residents.
